Inspector Child made a second inspection 
of the ruins after delivering the notice. He 
began at the rear wall, where there are three 
tiers of broad windows, There are cracks 
above the arches of nearly every window. 
On the Twenty-first street side two tall chim- 
neys and a terra cotta rampant lion rise above 
the line of the brickwork. All were trem- 
blimg in the moderate breeze. The inner 
walls show the effect of the flames. Sections 
of them are gone, arches over doorways have 
sagged and are cracked and in places they 
seem about to topple over. The massive steel 
floor beams, from which the fire drew every 
vestige of temper, are in place, although sev- 
eral are twisted. On the Michigan avenue 
front there are also cracks over the window 
arches. Part ofthe wall on the boulevard 
front is*in a condition even more dangerous 
than the rest. This is a section 
of the work on the inner side 
of the wall at the northwest corner. A huge 
section of brick weighing many tons is nearly 
detached and appears liable to fail any mo- 
ment, 

Warn Neighbors of the Danger. 


Adjoining the building on the north is a 
boarding house, kept by Mrs. C. C. Doolittle. 
Fourteen people live inthe house. Inspector 
Childs told Mrs. Doolittle that there was great 
da that the walls might fall on the roof of 
her house. He advised her to move out. 

He said he wasn’t warning me, but that I 
had better move,” said Mrs. Doolittle. “I 
have a sick child and told him, how difficult it 
would be for me to riax its life in moving. He 
said that I must choose, that the walls were in 
a dangerous condition.” 

Mrs. Doolittie had not decided what she 
would do. Mrs, Mayer, who lives next door 
north to Mrs, Doolittle, was not visited by the 
inspector. 

As the order reads the club will be 
required to remove only those parts 
of tne walls which protrude over tlie 
wall line. Watchman Herzberger, who 
has observed the ruins more closely than any 
other maa, says the order is insufficient. He 
said: 

“ The building is a complete wreck. The 
walls are rotten. Since the frost got out of 
thein their condition has been evident. They 
tremble in a small wind. A good sized blow 
would send them down. They should be 
pulled down lower.” 

Inspector Child said he thought the notice 
was sufficiens. He says if the building is con- 
demned the city is liable to be sued by the in- 
surance companies. 

The Board of Directors of the club heid a 
meeting last night and drew up letters to 
Supt. McClaughry and Chief Swenie asking 
them to take steps to protect the public until 
the wails can be torn down. 


COMPLAINT ABOUT HOTEL COLUMBIA 


Chief Swenie Notifies the Building Depart- 
ment That It Is Insecure. 

Chief Swenie yesterday notified the Build. 
mg Department that the Hotel Columbia, 
Seventy-third street and Kinney avenue, a 
structure designed for the accommodation of 
World’s Fair visitors, is insecure. The com- 
plaint was based upon an investigation which 
he had instructed his subordinates to make. 
The Chief took it to the Building Department 
himself and recommended that immediate 
action be taken. 

“My duty ends there,” said the Chief. 
“The Building Department knows ita busi- 
ness and what is necessary to be done. I 
know nothing personally of the condition of 
these hotel structures which are springing up 
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Architects Willetts and Pond visited 
lapsed building at State and GSixty-fifth streets 
yesterduy. They discovered that Friday’s col- 
lapse was due to the injudicigus work of two 
men engaged in digging a sewer, who carried the 
excavation under one of the corner foundation 
piers on which rested a supporting column, going 
three feet lower than they should, “As a result 
the pier gave way, thus leaving the corner of the 
entire structure unsupported.

New Tonk, March 11.—The Congressional 
committee appointed to look into the conduct 
of the affairs of the Panama Canal, the Pacific 
Mail Steamship, and the Panama railroad 
companies made its report public today. 

Among other things the committee finds 
that of the three great bankmg firms, J. & 
W. Seligman, Drexel, Morgan & Co., and 
Winslow, Lanier & Co., who were the finan- 
cial agents of the Panama Canal company in 


this country, the first named concern con- 


fessed to spending 40,000,000 francs. Neither 
of the others is credited with any expendi- 
tures to advance the interests of the Panama 
Canal company. 

Another tinding of the committee is that 
these banking houses received, apparently for 
the loan of their names to this euterprise, the 
sum of $1,200,000. Four huadred thousand 
dollars apiece, or $50,000 a year, was paid 
these houses without the knowledge of er 
Secretary of the Navy Thompson, Chairman 
of the commission created to popularize the 
Panama ‘Canal scheme. Thompson had all 
the time supposed he was the main 
factor in the enferprise and was himself given 
but $15,000 a year for his services. When the 
canal company went into liquidation his sal 
ary was ped to $12,500, remain in 
ignorance the members of the comm 
of which he was Chairman were each given 
$50,000 a year.

W. STEINWAY ACCUSED OF FRAUD. 


A Partner in the Piano Manufacturing 
Business Eaters Suit. 

Nzw York, March 11.— Special. ]|—Interest- 
ing developments are expected when the suit 
of Henry W. T. Steinway against Rapid 
Transit Commissioner William Steinway 
and Steinway 4 Sons, piano manu- 
facturers, comes to trial. In his com- 
plaint Henry W. T. Steinway states 
that he is a stoekholder in the corporation of 
Steinway & Sons, and also a trustee.. He sets 
forth that in 1880 William Steinway and C. F. 
Theodore Steinway, who has died since, 
organized at Hamburg, Germany, a business 
for the manufacture and sale of pianos, under 
the name of the Steinway Piano Fabrik com- 
pany, and continued that business until 1889, 
and that the Fabrik company was permitted 
“in flagrant disregard of the lawfu 
rights of the said corporation, 
and in fraud and deceit of the 
public, without any compensation to use the 
said trade mark of Steinway & Sons and to 
sell pianos in competition with them. By rea- 
son of this William Stenway obtained large 
profits in fraud of the rights and to the loss 
and damage of the plaintiff and other stock- 
holders o Steinway & Sons.“ The plaintiff 
charges that William Steinway violated his 
duties as trustee of the Steinway Piano Fabrik 
company and illegally secured large profiis 
for himself.

E. M. Ashcraft said: 

E think it would be well for the Legislature to 

ase a bill providing that costs be assessed and 
fies aliawea in the disposition of pleadings, If 
my declaration is faulty and 1 take the time of 
the court to argue to the contrary I should pay a 
fee of $25 or $30, and the same should hold good 
for the attorneys on the other side. The division 
of the jndiciary in the county would be of great 
benefit, it seems to me, for then criminal Judges 
need not listen to civil cases. It is said by some, 
too. that our Judges allow the attorneys too 
much time in arguing motions and trivial 
pointe. Yet when you ask each individual at- 
torney, bis opision is that he is not granted too 
much time. On this line Lean not criticise the 
Judges. But I have a criticism in regard to the 
hours of holding court.’ We meet at 10 a. m. and 
adjourn at 12:30. Then we meet agen at 2:30 p. 
m. and adjourn at 4:30. Let court open at 9 a. 
m. to hear motions before jury trials are com- 
menced at 10 o'clock and let an intermission of 
one hour instead of an hour and a half be taken 
at noon, end let courts adjourn at 5 o'clock in- 
stead of 4:30. In this way you can readily see we 
could save many hours every week. and this, in 
time, would be a gain of a great many days. 

Judge Collins said in reply: 

In my mind there are two phases to this ques- 
tion of needed reforms. One relates to extrane- 
ous influences operating in the court-room; the 
other to the dispatch of business. As to the 
hours of holding court I have very decided opin- 
ions, and I cannot say that they agree with thase 
of Mr.. Asheraft. he man has not yet been 
born who can sit for more than five bours a day 
and try cases conscientiously, fairly, ahd honestly. 
As to ar pening the business of the courts by the 
judges, | do not see how we can be hurried and 
do our work well. We must listen to the argu- 
ments of the attorneys because they have studied 
the case in detail and we have not. A judge 
must listen to everything an attorney and his 
witnesses have to say, To crowd the business 
through the courts of justice would only make 
‘them a mockery. The judge demands time for 
deliberation and he must have it. 

Judge Tuthill said that if the bench should 
consent to longer hours the first protest would 
come from the bar. It seems to me that 
the attorneys consume too much time in ex- 
amiaing jurors and questioning witnesses,”’ 
continued the Judge. Judges Stein and 
Hutchinson argued with their colleagues, 

Judge Thomas G. Windes said: I was 
once a strong man and I have sone vitality 
left. But 1 find that after sitting five and a 
half hours a day in the court-room I am tired, 
I want fresh air.”’

CHANGES IN SENATE COMMITTEES, 


Work of Reappointment Reported to Be 
Practically Completed, 1 

Wasurnoton, D. C., March 11.—The Com- 
mittee of the Democratic Caucus, which has 
for the last week been dealing with the prob- 
lem of revising the committees of the Senate 
and assigning Chairmanships to the proper 
members, has practically finished its work. 
It is known that there has been no violent 
fractures of the tradition of the Senate, but 
a glance at the committee list of 
the last Senate shows how § difficult 
it has been to bring about a result satisfactory 
to all. There are forty standing committees 
of the Senate, and out of this number the 
yanking Democrat entitled to the Chairman- 
ship in thirty-one of these committees comes 
from Southern States and but nine from the 
N. rth. In the select committees the same pre- 
ponderance from the South ia seen, there be- 
ing eight from section and but one from 
the North. 

The election of Democratic Senators from 
Wisconsin, New Yurk, North Dakota, Wyom- 
ing, and California has compelled the com- 
mittee to make a shift in the membership, 
and in a number of Chairmanships so as to 
give those new members and other men from 
the North their-share of the good places, 
but it is understood that there has been 
very little variation from the usages of the 
Senate in making the appointment of Chair- 
men to tho important committees, although 
the gencral makeup of the committees ap- 
pears to have very materially changed. 

The committee will hold another meeting 
M nday and go over the revised list and 
make such corrections as may be necessary. 
If any nominations are sent to the Senate 
Monday they will be received and laid over 
until the committees have been fully reorgan- 
ized, and this will not, the caucus committee 
thinks, be earlier than the middle of the 
week. 


HOKE Is A HARD WORKER, 


Secretary Smith Diligent at His Desk— 
Timber-Catting Permits Revoked. 


Wasntvorox, D. C., March 11.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith has set a hot pace for his subor- 
dinates in the amount of hard work he does 
each day with comparative ease. He does 
not, however, reach his office a moment too 
early to suit the crowd of officeseekers, many 
of whom he finds waiting around the doors of 
the department. 

Secretary Smith today revoked and canceled 
the permits which were issued Feb. 13 last to 
the Blackfoot Milling company and the Bit- 
ter Root Development com of Missoula 
County, Montana, to cut 50 per cent of the 
timber on the public lands in that county.

SHOWS THE ERIE CANAL SYSTEM, - 


A Relief Map on its Way to the World's 
Fair from New York State’s Capital. 

Arpany, N. Y., March 11.— Special. — The 
big plaster of paris topographical map, show- 
the Erie Canal system of this State, in sixty 
feet detail, was shipped to Chicago last night, 
Its combined weight is six tons, and it has 
been prepared under the direction of the State 
Engineer and Surveyor.

MORE GOLD FOR THE TRE ASURY. 


Offerines Are Such That Coin Will Now Be 
Received Only at Subtreasuries. 

“Wasuincrox, D. C., March 11.—The Treas- 
ury situation continues to improve from day 
to day, and frum this time on the Treasury 
Department will be in a position to take the 
more advantageous offers of gold only. Today 
offers of $100,000 in gold were received from 
Pittsburg and $100,000 from Peoria. The de- 
mand from Chicago for small notes continues, 
and this morning when some bankers rege Ohio 
had offered gold for notes, and so delay 
took piace in the transfer, the delivery was 
dererred for a few days and the small notes 
were sent to Chicago. 

The numerous offers of gold from out of

„gold coin can be received only at the Sub- 
treasury offices in exchange for notes. In 
other words, the government will not pay the 
expense of sending money by express to indi- 
viduals, The Subtreasury cities are: New 
York, Boston, ig ig ony Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago, St. is, Ne ew Orleans, and 
San Francisco.

KILLS HIMSELF WITH A SHOESTRING. 
Joseph Dvorak Ends His Life by Strangula- 
tion-Two Other Suicides. 

Joseph Dvorak, a Bohemian, about 29 years 
of age, who had beén for some time an ininate 
of the Insane Asylum at Dunning, committed 
suicide early yesterday morning by strangling 
himself. He got out of his bed in one of the 
dormitories of the institution, took a leather 
thong from one of his shoes, put it around his 
neck, and twisted it tight. Fastening the 
ends to two beds which stood close together 
he threw himself down on his knees and was 
strangled to death. 

Two attendants in the ward, Milton Lock- 
wood and John Dallow, who were on duty at 
the time, knew nothing of the suicide until 
about 3 o’clock yesterday morning. Then 
they discovered the body. They were closely 

uestioned by Supt. Brown as to how sucha 
deed could be done if they were attending to 
their duty, but 1 could give no satisfactory 
explanation. own reported the case to 
the wes tp officials and the County Board will 
probably make an investigation. A Coroner's 
jury — the case yesterday afternvon and 
returned a verdict attaching no blame to the 
management of the institution. 

Charles Teachout, a blacksmith, 44 years of 
age, committed suicide yesterday by hanging 
himself at tue house of his daughter, Mrs. Ida 
Capadano, No. 124 Ewing street. 
Mrs. Capadano left home about 8 
o'clock yesterday moramg, leaving her 
father m bed. Returning about 
II o’clock she saw a human hand sticking 
through a crack in her father’s bedroom door 
and a rope over the top of it. ‘Throwing the 
door open she found the body hanging ghere. 
At the inquest yesterday afternoon the jury 
decided that he committed suicide while tem- 
porarily insane. 

Because his parents would not become 
reconciled to his marriage Charles Fiali, a 
street car conductor 25 years of age, commit- 
ted suicide by shooting himself at his home, 
No. 1152 West Adams street, early yesterday 
morning. He had been married about a year, 
his wife paing moss older than himself and 
an invalid. is parents did not like the mar- 
riage and a few days ago he went to them to 
try and reconcile them. When he returned 
he told his wife they would not recognize him. 
He brooded, too, a great deal over his wife’s 
sickness. A Coroner’s jury found desponden- 
cy to be the cause. 

John Hinch, a plasterer, 30 years old, made 
an attempt at suicide yesterday morning by 
wae himeelf in the left breast at No. 512 
West Twelfth street, where he boards with 
Mrs. Wehin. He has been despondent for 
some time, owing to his failure to secure 
work. A physician was summonec to attend 
him and he ordered him moved to the County 
Hospital. Hinch’s wound is of a serious 
— the bullet having penetrated the left 


lung.

ing Suspiciously Around Veine’s House 
‘In Dauphin Park Near Midnight Fri- 
day—His Friends Think He Was Not a 
Burglar—The Coroner’s Jury Exoner- 
ates the Assailant—Mary Montgomery’s 
Funeral—Police Working on the Case. 


John Dignan, a laborer, was shot and killed 
at Daughin Park Friday near midnight by 
Adolph Peine, a carpenter who lives on Calu- 
met avenue, between LEighty-eighth and 
Eighty-ninth streets. 

Some time after the Peine family had re- 
tired the members were awakened by a noise 
without. The window was rattling, and Adolph 
Peine concluded that some man was trying to 
gain entrance to bis home. He got up and 
peered out into the murky darkness. He saw 
aman loitering about the side of his house, 
and, securing his self-cocking revolver, went 
out to see who the marauder was. Mrs, Dort- 
well, his mother-in-law, got a Jantern and fol- 
lowed him. out. The suspected burglar re- 
treated behind a friendly telegraph pole, but 
he was followed by Mr. Peine, who command- 
ed him to throw up his hands. This injunc- 
tion three times given -was at length 
obeyed. Mr. Peine 
by the coat collar and marched him 
down Calumet avenue toward a police ser- 
geant’s house. Mrs. Dortwell followed with 
the lantern. Before the little party had pro- 
ceeded far the prisoner began to resist his 
captors, but was again and again urged on by 
the presented muzzie of a revolver in Peine’s 
hand. 

Uf a sudden, as Peine related, his man at- 
tempted to break loose from his grasp, and in 
the struggie the revolver was disc the 
bullet entering the burglar’s body on the 
right side, penetrating the lungs and passing 
out on the left zide of the neck. The direc- 
tion of the ball was determined yesterday by 
Dr. L. J. Mitchell, the Coroner’s physician. 
Peine declared that the revolver was fired 
accidentally. Death followed almost in- 
stantly and Peine hastened to summon a po- 
liceman. The body was taken to the Grand 
Crossing undertaking establishment, where 
an inquest was held yesterday afternoon. 

Peine was taken into custody, but was 
released later by order of the Coroner’s 
jury. Early in the morning the y was 
identified as that of John Dignan, who board- 
ed with Coleman Morgan, a yard foreman of 
the Illinois Central railroad, living at Dauphin 
Park on Eighty-seventh street. The dead 
man was 35 years of and unmarried. His 
parents live at Fort Wayne, 2 During the 
year he had been — ployed in the Grand 
Crossing neighborhood, as his friends testi- 
fied yesterday, he had been a -hard-working 
man. who varied his quiet life at the month- 
ly pay-day by W heavily for a 

ay or two, is Money was 
gone he would return to work. Men 
who knew him said that he was drinking 
heavily Friday night. They believed that he 
was trying to get home when intoxicated and 
that he lost his way and wandered up to the 
wrong dour, which he was trying to open when 
Adolph Peine looked out of the window and 
saw him. None of them thought that he could 
have been bent on burglary. But Mra, Peine 
testified that she was in like manner disturbed 
by some unknown person who tried to enter 
the house Monday night. 

The Coroner’s jury absolved Peine from any 
criminality and declared that Dignan came to 
his death by tne accidental discharge of 
Peine’s revolver. Friends of the dead man 
were taking up dollar subscriptions yesterday 
to bury the body, which lies yet at the morgue. 


FUNERAL OF MARY MONTGOMERY. 


The Murdered Girl’s Remains Laid to Rest 
‘ —Police Work on the Case. 


It was 10 o’clock yesterday morning when 
the funeral services gygr the remains of Mary 
Montgomery were comunenced and the little 
Methodist Church at Kensington was crowded 
by many who had tome largely out of curi- 
osity. Prominent among those who early ar- 
rived were James and John Montgomery, 
brothers; David McNinch and Charles David- 
son. The services were brief, the Rev. Will- 
1am H. Cawardine, pastor of the church, 
officiating. He spoke feelingly of tho lessons 
to be learned by the termination of a life so 
suddenly and of opportunities thus cut off so 
early. Friends of the dead girl were given a 
last chance to look upon her face and then 
the casket was borne to the hearse. The pall- 
bearers were James Dickson, James Wilson, 
Andrew Herbison, Augh Wasson,. Andrew 
Trew, and Thomas Tafts. A few carriages 
accom pan‘ed the remains to Dalton, where 
the interment was made, Brief services of 
song and prayer were held at the grave. 

A dozen detectives, some of them among 
the oldest on the police force, and all under 
the direction of Inspector Hunt and Capt. 
Shippy, worked away carefully yesterday at 
the Mary Montgomery murder mystery, but 
at night were little, if any, nearer its 
solution than when the case first came to the 
ears of the police Wednesday morning. 

The Coroner’s jury did not sit for the hear- 
ing of evidence yesterday. It will reassembie 
Morday at 9 o’clock at the Kensington Police 
Station. From the direction which the police 
efforts are taking it is plaif®that Caroline 
Henderson, the colored nurse, rests under 
strong suspicion. The very accurate descrip- 
tion she gave of the murderer, reaching 
to the slightest details of his features and 
clothing, aroused some suspicion of her truth- 
fulnes at the outset, and her conduct since 
that time has pot been such as to reassure 
Capt. Shippy of her honesty. The officers 
suggest tnat if the Henderson woman is found 
to know more ofthe murder than she professes 
to know there will be two horns to thedilemma 
then presented. They say that she may have 
been sent to the Corner household by a man 
who was interested in doing away with Mary 
Montgomery and chose to take the negro nurse 
as his accomplice for making the murder most 
expeditions; or, as others suspect, she may 
have been in league with some one or more 
—.— in the Corner home and accouw plished 

artin the tragedy, afterwards holding 
— y and doggedly to her present profe:;- 
sions. In any event she will be kept under 
the watchful eye of the police until further de- 
velopinents. 

William K. Stewart is still.watched, but his 
connection with the murder has not been in 
any wise established. Capt. Shippy said last 
night that the murder was still curiously full 
of mystery, but that he had every hope of 
ultimately discovering the guilty man or 
woman.

ERLIN, March 11.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The first reading 
of 175 military bill in the commission yester- 
day brought matters to a crisis. Unless an 
almost impossible change of opinion occurs 
dissolution or the withdrawal of the bill is 
talked of. Caprivi has met refusal all along 
the line.

Vossiche: The vote of the commission points 
toward a refusal of the bill. For passing it in its 
completeness only the votes of German and Free 
Conservatives will be given.

Boersen Zeitung (National-Liberal): The crisis 
commenced yesterday. Either the Reichstag 
must concede sometning acceptable or Caprivi 
must go, leaving his successor to try and get on 
better with Parliament. 

Volks Zeitung: The vote proves that the bili in 
its present form is refuted.

Ca- 
privi, in order to emphasize his reason for 
strengthening the army, said: We should 
be in position to undertake a winter cam- 


paign, because then the Polish marshes are 


frozen over.” This certainly looked like a 
direct threat at Russia. Such words, which 
might have been perfectly right from the mouth 


of a General, arouse a different feeling when . 


coming from the Imperial Chancellor, Of 
course, the usual explanation was forthcom- 
ing. He said the words were merely quoted 
from these of Von Moltke and were in reply 
to an assertion of a member of the commis- 
sion that war only broke out in the winter. 
Caprivi replied that war broke out any time. 
Regardmga winter campaign it is but fair to 
say,” he added, “that Germany does not 
mean to disturb the peace. Therefore Ger- 
many cannot say when war will break out. 
It is the same cry all the time—war, inter- 
larded with declarations of peace. The refer- 
ence to a winter campaign in the Polish 
marshes will naturally once again arouse the 
anger of the Panslavist press, already so hos- 
tile to Germany, and once more ridicule Ger- 
many’s professions of peace in this matter.

Kaiser’s Visit to Rome to Be Political. 
Now that there no longer exists any doubt 
about the Kaiser's visit to Rome lam able to 
disclose some interesting details in connec 
tion with it. The visit will have much polit- 
ical significance, in view of which, 
probably, Count von Caprivi, or 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Marschall, will accompany the Kaiser. 
Lately the Italian Foreign Minister, Chevalier 
Brin, had complained to the German Ambas- 
sador to Rome, Baron Solms, of the growing 
coldness with which Italy was being treated 
by Germany, founded on the reports sent by 
Count Lanza, the Ambassador here, stating 
that such attitude made his position difficult, 
also that as a resuit there would be a _ revolu- 
tion of the feeling of Italy antagonistic to the 
triple alliance. He quoted such papers as the 
Diritto, which lately openly advocated a 
French alliance, and also cited the 
complaints of certain Deputies concern - 
ing Gen. von Loe's mission and the 
refusal of the Reichstag to augment the re- 
muneration of Solms by the 20,000 marks 
asked. The Ambassador spoke of it to Gen. 
von Loe and at the same time in formed Count 
Caprivi. The Kaiser thereupon, bya bright 
stroke of diplomacy, decided to put the matter 
right by remembering his promise made last 
year to attend the silver wedding. In this 
manner he sought to prevent further parlia- 
mentary difficulties which menaced the Italian 
Cabinet and support Brin and Pelloux, the 
Minister of ‘War, against whom the Italian 
Senate is waging fierce opposition, and at 
the same time show Russia how warm 
an ally Italy was. The visit engages the 
Kaiser to nothing. It will be of a personal 
and intimate character, for in truth the two 
houses are allied by a feeling of sincere friend- 
ship. The Kaiser will, of course, visit the 
Pope just in the same manner as he did on the 
last occasion when be was in Rome. Mostex- 
tensive police precautions will be taken. The 
imperial couple will be accompanied by a 
detachment of secret police. 
Gambling Scandal About to Burst. 
For some time past rumors of a scandal 
which would burst over Berlin have been in 
circulation. The details are just beginning to 
be known, showing that we are about to have 
a cause celebre, with most piquant details.

No Near Hope of Political Union. 


Twenty-five years may be regarded as the 
smallest limit of time in which te accom plish 
50 great à purpose as the transference of the 
allegiance of 40 per cent of the Empire of 
Great Britain from the mother country to the 
United States, ifeven it can be achieved in 
that period. Hence, so far as the necessities 
of the hour are concerned, the question of 
political alhlance sinks out of sight. It is true 
that many consider that if a closer relation 
should be created by commerce the ad- 
vantages to Canada will be so great that any 
advocacy toward annexation will cease. In 
other words, it 1s beliaved that a prolonged 
pursuit of the protective policy here, of prac- 
tical isolation from the rest of the continent, 
continued exodus from Canada to the United 
States, and various other influences will force 
& union of the two countries. But those who 
look beneath the surface and understand that 
the Anglo-Saxon race has never yet been 
driven out of a political condition they revere 
except at the point of the bayonet will realize 
that the longer the policy of pressure is con- 
1 the more remote becomes the desired 

ult. 

A much larger, more immediate, and better 
plan would be that of breaking down the bar- 
rier between the two countries through a 
practical continental free trade. This it is 
possible to set in motion by a five line resolu- 
tion in the Congress of the United States and 
an acceptance of the same by a five line reso- 
lution in the Dominion Parliament at Ottawa. 
The reciprocity treaties of the present ad- 
ministration have been found effective in a 
limited way. But if the recent victory of the 
Democratic party means anything it means 
there shail be no let or hindrance to the ad- 
mission to this country of raw material and 

ood products. Canada can supply raw mate- 
rial and food products to better advantage to 
the United States and to herself than any other 
nation. Beyond this range the exports from. 
Canada would necessarily be slight, because 
her manufactures are only partially developed. 
She has little to send in this direction except 
that which this country most needs to fit her 
to compete with the world at large for foreign 
trade—raw material and food products. With- 
out these two essential elements there is no 
hope of our successful competition in the mar- 
kets of the world. Hence, to break down the 
barrier on this side seems in the line of the re- 
cent desire of the people expressed at the 
polis. But, in addition to this, a larger and 
much more comprehensive purpose can be 
achieved—namely: the opening of a market 
in the North, which, though small at the mo- 
ment, may by development be the largest that 
this country can ever possibly enjoy. The 
agricultural greas of Canada inviting immi- 
gration from the Old World to a degree un- 
equaled by anything on this side of the sea. 


Solution of the Emigration Question. 


The solution of the emigration question can 
be found, for without detriment to the influ- 
ences in this country, without injury to the 
labor element, and at the same time creating 
ready made customers for everything that 
the United States can croduce, the stream of 
arrivals can be turned northward. The de- 
mand for food products, which in this country 
is augmenting with tremendous force, threat- 
ening that within,fifteen years the total cessa- 
tion of exports of breadstuffs will occur, 
makes it ineum bent that provision should be 
made for the future in this respect. What 
Michigan, IIlinois, Minnesota, and the Dako- 
tas once were tothe rest of the country the 
enlarged areas of Manitoba and contiguous 
territory should be to the United States 
in the future. Trade, if let alone, 
knows n°? political lines, and the profits which 
are realizable from the Sales of boots and 
shoes, collars and cuffs, kettles and pans in 
Manitoba are just as available and just as de- 
sirable as those realized from sales of similar 
articles in the States of the Union: Ihe de- 
velopment of mineral and agricultural re- 
sources in the Maritime Provinces, claimed by 
Gov. Andrew of Massachusetts to be equal

Eugland as development in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. A market on the one hand and supply 
of raw material on the other are just as pos- 
sible in the case of Canada commerciaily an- 
nexed as they would be if a political alliance 
existed. More so, for one is immediate and 
rofitable, while the other is remote and prob- 
ematical. 

If, therefore, the United States desires free 
trade, in which the chief element of im ports 
shall be raw materials and food products, 
essential as the sun to her success, she neeas 
only to name a dozen articles of this nature 
which shall be admitted witnout let or hin- 
drance, at the same time claimimg in exchange 
for this great boon the free admission into 
Canada of the products of the United States. 
of every name and nature. The obliteration 
of the tariff which runs athwart the continent, 
followed by the action of Canada, in the crea- 
tion of a tariff of uniform height all around 
the continent, would make as effective the ex- 
changes and commercial relations, so far as 
trade and commerce are concerned, as if the 
two vountries were merged one into the other. 


They Would Respond Immediately. 


That the people of Canada would respond 
immediately, and at the first general election, 
to an invitation to continental free trade there 
is not-the slightest doubt. It is true that the 
question was once put before them, and that it 
was not entirely successful, though it reduced 
the majority of the government who opposed 
the idea from seventy to twenty. But the 
guestion was ‘then clouded with all sorts of 
misapprehension, especially as to loyalty to 
Great Britain, so that there was not that com- 
plete expression of opinion which would fol- 
low an absolute invitation, sach as I have out- 
lined, 

The simplest, the most direct, and the ear- 
liest successful plan to be adopted is, there- 
fore, the proposal of continental free trade 
between the United States and Canada. 
It will rest with the Ways and Means 
committee of the new House of 
Representatives to inaugurate this 
program. It remains to be seen whether the 
apprehension will be sufficiently intelligent on 
the part of American politiciang to perceive 
the enormous consequences that may follow 
the five line resolution on this most important 
of all subjects to the future of this country. 

There is a ridiculous idea afloat that because 
Canada is a nation of only 5,000,000 and the 
United States a nation of 65,000,000 they, there- 
fore, should nottrade freely together ; that the 
supreme advantage which Canada would get 
by trading with a nation twelve times her size 
is not to be lightly conveyed, and that it is 
but a continuance yr Phage ag 72 free 
trade which during the peri of reci- 
procity was dubbed ‘*iug-handled.” If 
this idea, relative to size of population, us to 
prevent trade throughout the world, how re- 
stricted and limited would be the operations of 
different nations! If this conception of size or 
magnitude is to prevail, it is a wonder that 
there is any business at all between Albany 
and New York, because Albany would have 
so great an advantage in trading with New 
York that New York should shut her out and 
cease to trade with her. It neverseems to be 
realized by men who argue in this absurd 
fashion that trade and barter is between in- 
dividuals, and not between nations as such ; 
that if 5,000,000 of Canadians have an access 
to 65,000,000 of Americans Shey will buy 
only as much as they can sell; that, therefore, 
5,000,000 of Canadians can sell products to 
the United States equal to only 5,000,000 of 
Americans. They can also buy as many goods 
and absorb as many supplies as 5,000,000 of 
people in the United States. True there is a 
wider market, but they cannot avail them- 
selves of the width of the market, because 
they are limited in number. They absorb and 
take into their homes fully as much as they 
send out. Hence the United States, though it 
may convey an advantage proportionate to its 
magnitude of population, yet Canada cannot 
take that advantage except to the extent of 
her population. No sation under the 
sun has prospered to the degree 
that Great Britain has by trading with 
smaller nations. In wealth, in power of pro- 
duction, in variety of manufacture, in mari- 
time greatness she is supreme, but it is only 
by dealing with countries less than herself that 
she’ has thus achieved the success. If the 
United States is forever to deny the privileges 
and advantages of trade with nations because 
they are smaller than itself, then will its 
destiny be limited to living one upon another.

NUMISMATICS IN THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 


Collection of Celestial Coins Which Go 
Back 4,200 Years. 
Philadelphia Bulletin: China is the para- 


diss of the numismatist. The collections of 


cash, according to Consul Edward Bedloe’s re- 
port to the State Department, are something 
marvelous. They are small coins of bronze, 
brass, copper, or silver, ranging in intrinsic 
value from one-twentieth of acent to 25 cents. 
The oldest of these coins on record appeared 
about 2300 B. C. Over 150,000 different kinds 
of cash are preserved in collections. 

Some are wonderful examples of coinage, 
but most of them are clumsy and coarse. ‘lhe 
numismatist can work all his life, spend very 
little money, and leave to posterity thousands 
of coins, All he needs to do is to confine his 
work to the collection of cash, the small coins 
in brass and bronze, whose value ranges from 
one-tenth to one-fourteenth of .acent. Their 
workmanship varies, but is usually very good. 

Their shape today is like that of European 
coins, with the exception that through the 
center is a square hole through which the 
coins are strung together like beads. In the 
past, however, other forms were employed, in- 
cluding the square, triangle, heart, ellipse, 
shield, key, sword, and spear. The numberof 
kinds is simply immense, They are referred 
to in the literature as far back as 250 B. C. 
‘The earliest that I have heard of, says Con- 
sul Bedloe, “dates from the Ts in dynasty, 
which ruled from 255 to 207 B. C. 

“From that time until today these useful 
little coins have been used by every monarch, 
no matter whether he was an Emperor of the 
entire country or Kingof one of the petty 
principalities into which, from time to time, 
the Chinese Empire was broken. There have 
been over 1,200 occupants of the various 
thrones, royal and imperial. In addition to 
these regular issues, if such they may be 
called, there have been special issues from 
time to time and also special local issues. A 
wealthy mandarin in Canton is said to have 
the finest collection extant, containing 25, 000 
specimens of different kinds. 

The cost increases as you go backward in 
time. The cash of this century can be secured 
at their nominal face value; Those of the 
eighteenth and seventeenth centuries bring 
from one cent to 10 cents each. Those of 
the Han dynasties, from 206 to 100 A. D., 
bring $100 each when ‘n fine state of preserva- 
tion. 

These true antiques are found in ancient 
tombs and ruins. Several hundred were dis- 
covered in Amoy this year in digging a grave, 
when the laborers broke into an * tomb 


and were incrusted with a thin layer of mala- 
chite that here and there had been changed 
by moisture into azurite. The coins were sold 
by the lucky coolies in the next twenty-four 
hours, and are said to have brought $1 apiece, 
re sum to men working for 12 cents 
a day. 

To succeed in collecting cash a person must 
be a fine Chinese scholar. The labor thereby 
involved is so severe as to preciude most 
collectors from indulging in ‘the pleasure to 
any great extent. 


THE PASSING CARAVAN OF CAMELS, 


Picturesque Outfit Disappearing from 
Plains of Northern Africa, 
Scribner: A great caravan in march is a 
superb spectacle; alas, too infrequent now in 
Northern Africa, At first Arabs alone can 
detect it, a mere speck lost in a dusty halo, 
whence it emerges at length a tawny-colored 
mass possessed of a strange motion, the 
swarming of a thousand lives in one. 

Here and there silhouettes of straggling cam- 
els stand profiled, like hierogtyphics, on the 
fiery sky, as, insensibly.trailing its snake-like 
curves, the convoy advances. Hours after 
being sighted, it passes in slow defile, led by a 
vanguard of blooded camels, whose gait and 
bearing have an air of arrogance not cus- 
tomary to that race of proletarians, the chief- 
tains seated aloft in their floating burnooses, 
alert of eye, with gun in hand, statuesque 
guardians of the convoy treasure. 

Behind them the camels of burden, ex- 
hausted less by loads than with the fatigues 
of the journey, their legs and croppers bald 
and scarred by blows, straggle forward lan-

Arctic Explorations, 


Frederick Jackson, who is planning to make an 
expedition this summer to the North Pole by way 
of Franz Joseph Land, has completed his prep- 
arations. He is going to take only ten men with 
him, and dogs, sledges, and food for about three 

ears. Jackson’s belief is that Franz Joseph 

and extends tothe eighty-fifth degree, or with- 
in about 300 nautical miles of the pole. This is 
based on the vast icebergs that are found in the 
adjacent seas and the continental size of the gla- 
ciers’ which have been observed upon it. This 
will make three expeditions which will start this 
spring for the north. Lieut. Peary will push on 
his work begun in Greenland. Pr. Nansen will 
try to float across the pole from the west to the 
east, and this of Jackson overland by Franz Jos- 
eph.

in the community, but the spiritual 
exaltation of the young girl continued. She 
grew more and more melancholy and s »ght 
to avoid association even with membors of 
the family. Then she fell sick and was kept 
in turn to her room and bed; A doctor who 
was called in pronounced her disease a men- 
tal malady beyond his skill Her illness 
gradually carried her to what seemed to her 
friends the very door of death. In her ex- 
hausted physical condition she saw strange 
sights, and told the astonished watchers at her 
bedside of heavenly landscapes, peopled 
by angelic forms, which passed before her 
vision while in a trance. These trances 
grew longer with each recurrence until finally, 
in October, 1776, she was unconscious and 
seemingly almost lifeless for several hours 
and those who were with her thought beyond 
the possibility of recovery. But at midnight 
of the second day she suddenly returned to 
consciousness, sat up in bed, called for her 
cigthing, dressed herself, and announcing that 
she was no longer ill, resumed, the next day, 
her household duties. 

The friends and neighbors who had heard 
with wonderment her former tales of super- 
natural visions, now listened with awe or in- 
credulity to a still more remarkable story. It 
told how during her final trance the soul of 
Jemima Wilkinson had passed out from its 
body, and how anew spirit bad taken ite place 
chargea with a divine commussion from God, 
to make vlear to his children his purposes and 
desires. Though treated by some with deris- 
ion and contempt, the young woman stoutly 
maintained the truthfulness of her claims and 
her last hours, forty-three years later, found 
her still asserting them with earnestness and 
zeal. The Sunday following her death 
and re-birth, as she styled the last incident of 
her sickness, she went with her family to the 
church of which they were attendants. Ru- 
mors of what had befallen her had spread far 
and wide, and the country people gathered 
from many milesjaround to see her, who, ſif 
her story was to be believed, had suddenly 
become an inspired instrument. When the 
service was ended and the congregation had 
been dismissed, Jemima Wilkinson took her 
stand under a tree in the shadow of the 
church, and spoke for an hour or more to the 
assemblea people. She found a number of 
believers and those who re her super- 
natural claims were forced to admit that she 

remarkable natural gifts, coupled 
with a thorough and appreciative knowledge 
of scripture. —

This region, now Yates County, was 
then the home of the Seneca dians 
In 1789 an advance guard of twenty-five 
all men, went to this wilderness com- 
menced the work of building houses, and a.

The Friend joined the little colony which had 
taken the name of the New Jerusalem. For 
the first three years the New Jerusalemites 
were not blessed with bounteous crops and 
they fared badly, but in 1793 they began 


prospering. They presented The Friend with 
a comfortable house, and they erected a 
church and grist mill. In 1793 her foliowers 


settled there numbered 250 souls, all sober- 
minded, industrious, and devotedly attached 
to their er. Several of her own sisters 
and brothers were of the community. She 
was now in the bloom of womanhood and the 
flush of power, and the prospect for a peace- 
ful reign for The Friend was promising. 

But all at once a cloud arose and soon a 
storm beat upon, the New Jerusalem. James 
Parker and William Potter, bitherto its most 
powerful supporters, suddenly fell away fram

and became uncompromising enemies of The 
Friend. What the cause of their withdrawal 
was has been lost, if ever revealed, but out 
they went, taking a number of others with 
them, and soon brought suits in ejectment 
against their former fellow-worshipers, for 
Parker and Potter had furnished most of 
the money with which the lands of the col- 
ony had been purchased. The long and ex- 
pensive litigation that followed, added to the 
demoralization effected by the dissensions, 
impaired and nearly ruined the society. 

Friend and many of her poortr followers now 
moved to a tract of land twelve miles distant 
from the original settlement, and this second 
settlement they named Jerusatem. Here The

prosperous. To the end of her life she was tne 
spiritual leader of Jerusalem and the minister 
of its church. She was also the recognized 
leader of many who remained at the first 
settlement and periodically rode on horse- 
back to preach tothem. She was always sent 
for, also, to minister to the sick and bury the 
dead, and her home there was kept in order 
by them for her reception if she was living in 
it. Saturday was the Sabbath of The Friend 
and her disciples. At the meetings of the so- 
ciety the members would gather first and 
await in silence the arrival of The Friend. 
She upon entering the church would remain 
silent for a few moments and then kneel and 
pray aloud. The prayer would be followed 
by another short interval of silence, after 
which she would arise and speak. Her deliv- 
ery was graceful, and she always held the 
earnest attention of her congregation. 

The Friend’s life was a busy one. Her at- 
tention to the poorer and weaker members of 
her flock were as tender and constant as 
those of a mother. Those who remained 
faithful to her were men and women who led 
exceptionally pure and worthy lives. Her 
death was preceded by a long and painful ill- 
ness, but her immediate dissolution was with- 
out pain. The members of the society, fear- 
ing her body would be stolen, at first placed 
it in a strongly built vault in the cellar of her 
house, but later buried it on a small hill near 
by. The first followers of The Friend all soon 
passed away, and as but few of the second 
generation joined the society it many years 
ago ceased to exist; but her teachings and the 
memory of her pious and self-sacrificing life 
were remembered and cherished long after 
she, herself, was dead. 

The Oneida Community which John Hum- 
phrey Noyes founded as a religious body now 
exists as a business organization incorporated 
under the charter laws of New York State, the 
very last uses to which Noyes would have 
dreamedshis sect of perfectionists would have

been resolved into. Excellent man of affairs 
as he proved himself to be as the head of the 
community, John H. Noyes was at heart a re- 
ligious dreamer. Believing in the celestial 
bliss beyond the grave, he had formulated a 
theory which should insure terrestrial happi- 
ness on this side of it. One of the chief 
barriers to that boon he considered the mar- 


riage estate to be. A chief requisite to ite at- 


tainment and holding was the surrender and 
He persuaded 
Congregationalists, Presbyterians, Episco- 
lians, Methodists, and Baptiats (but never a 
man Catholic) to accept his peculiar re- 
ligious tenets and cast in their lot with that of 
himself and his followers. 

He was born in 1811 at Brattleboro, Vt., of 
intelligent and respectable parents, who were 
able to pay the expenses of a collegiate educa- 
tion for him. When, after graduating from 
Dartmouth, he turned from the study of the 
law to that of theology, it was with a view 
of becoming a foreign missionary. While 
taking a finishing course in the Yale theolog- 
ical school, after having been at Andover, he 
came under the influence of a zealous revival 
preacher, from whom he imbibed new views 
of the way of salvation, which took the name 
of Perfectionism. In 1834, upon leaving Lal 
he went to the home of his father, who h 
moved to Putney, Vt., ana engaged in bank- 
ing. Here he began preaching and printing 
to draw adherents to his doctrines, and while

duplicate and representative.“ 
ing aside objections to his social teach- 
ings it must be admitted that he led his com- 
munity up to temporal prosperity. A better 
trained populace in the pursuits they followed, 
or a more honest and peaceable one, has never 
inhabited any pot on earth, They were a 
contented people, too, both sexes and all ages. 
The sorry farm of forty acres purchased by 
the Communists in 1848 grew, before 1879, 
into a property of about 700 acres, laid out in 
orchards, vineyards, meadows, pasture, and 
wood „with several valuable water- powers. 
and dotted with buildings, including the 
spacious community dwelling-house, a school 
building, a lecture- room with chemical labor. 
atory, a carpenter's shop, large barns and sta- 
bles, a laundry, a forge,a foundry, machine 
shops, asilk factory, a box factory, a trap 
factory, and large establishments for canning 
fruits and vegetables. Besides this valuable 
property the Oneida Community had ac- 
ui 240 acres of land at Wallingford, 
oun., which produces small fruits in profu- 
sion, and on which were several manufactur- 
ing industries, : 

Ali reference here to the Oneida Community 
relates to the period when John H. Noyes was 
living and its leader; when be was maki a 
record for the community he founded and for 
himself. It was he who had instituted the 
system of *‘ Criticism ”’ as one of the measures 
of government, and an mgenious measure 18 
was.

‘The community dwelling-house accommo- 
dated the entire family of about 300 members. 
lt was warmed by steam and contained a 
Turkish bath and other modern conveniences. 
On the ground floor were a parlor for visitors 
and a library-room, containing files of news- 
papers and a miscellaneous librafy of about 
4,000 volumes, On the second floor was a 
large hall used for evening gatherings, with 
round tables about which the members col- 
lected, and with a stage for musical and dra- 
matic performances. There were two 
large family rooms, one on each story, 
around which numerous sleeping chambers 
were built, and the upper. room 
had two tiers of such dormitories, the 
upper tier being reached by a gallery. 
dining-room and kitchen were located in an 
extension to the main building, ana the print- 
ing olfice was situated over the dinmg-room. 
There were a tailor for making clothes for the 
men and asupply department through which 
the women and children obtained dressing. 
The value of the community’s property, which 
in 1857, was $67,000, in 1879 was about $1,000,- 
000. In the latter year the farm and factory 
works required the employment of about 200 
persons not members of the community, for 
whom separate buildings for residence were 
erected and furnished. 

Such were the achi@vements of the Oneida 
Community under John Humphrey Noyes’ 
leadership.

The New York bank statement showed 
an extraordinary decrease in deposits and a 
corresponding contraction of loans. Sterling 
rates were unchanged.

The government 
report on farmers’ reserves waé not giv- 
en a bearish interpretation by outsiders and 
prices of grain were well maintained.

DEMORALIZING FADS AND FANDISTS. 

Mr. Brenan’s School Management commit- 
tee is improving. Mr. Revell and Mr. Trude 
have resumed their duties as members, and 
contribute their share to the interest and the 
variety of the proceedings, which are now 
quite animated, not to say entertaining. The 
committee is doing some satisfactory work. 
At the meeting Friday it was resolved to dis- 
continue paper cutting, pasting, clay model- 
ling, and paper-foldirg.” According to the 
school program all those studies were in- 
troduced under the head of drawing. The 
committee stood five to three for abolishing 


them. 
It would be interesting to know the reasons 


question. The reports fail to give them, or 
even to indicate who the minority members 
are.

Are Miss Burt or 
her fellow faddists willing to leave the de- 
cision of the question to the suffrage of the 
teachers voting un each fad—miusic, drawing, 
stoyd, mud-pie making, sewing, etc., sepa- 
rately? They know too well the feeling 
among the teachers to submit to the test. 
They will accept no intelligent test. They de- 
pend on clap-trap, wire-pulling, and . bulldoz- 
ing. But they are near the end of their re- 
sources of this character. 

One other good feature of Mr. Brenan’s 
committee meeting of Fr.day is that it directs 
pointed attention to the fact that certain 
school officers—notably faddists—have a pe- 
cuniary interest in promoting the fads. At 
least three of the fad teachers are compilers 
(they call themselves authors) of certain text 
beoks used extensively in the schools. They 
have used their position to promote the use of 
those text books. 

But the School Board should not be content 
with passing Mr. Trude’s or Mr. Revell’s reso- 
Iutions bearing on those subjects, There 
should be an investigation and every employé 
of the School Board who has used his official 
position to promote his or her selfish pecuni- 
ary schemes should be discharged. An inves- 
tigation by the State’s Attorney, as suggested 
by some members of the board, might result 
in good. It would undoubtedly establish the 
fact that the fads and faddists have had a 
most demoralizing effect on the public schools 
of Chicago, and that their abolition is de- 
manded in the interest of sound public educa- 
tion and of public honesty. 


FIGHTING A GOOD BILL. 

It appears the annual expenditures of 
the Circuit and Superior Courts of this county, 
including salaries, supplies, fuel, and jurors’ 
fees, amount to $383,000, while the earnings of 
the two courts amount to $151,000, leaving a 
deficit of $252,000 to be provided for by the 
taxpayers, most of whom do not go near the 
courts. A bill has been introduced to relieve 
the taxpayers of their burden and put it where 
it belongs, by providing for an increased and 
more equitable scale of fees. It was up for 
consideration Thursday in one of the House 
committees, and was opposed by two Repre- 
sentatives, one of them from Hardin County 
and another from Macoupin. They had no 
personal interest in the matter. In Macoupin 
the courts are self-sustaining, and the bill ap- 
plies only to Cook. It appegrs that their un- 
reasonable opposition to a measure which is 
intended to relieve the taxpayers, rich and 
poor, of this county from the expense of pay- 
ing for the litigation of quarreisome, black- 
mailing, and honest-debt-fighting individuals, 
was due partly to the promptings’ of 
Senator Humphrey, who misrepresents his 
constituents grossly, and partly to a belief en- 
tertained by Messrs. Mounts and Fowler, both 
lawyers, that this bill would lessen litigation 
and injure their profession. Their espric de 
corps is so strong as to make them look after 
the interests of their Cook County brethren. 
One of the Chicagoans who went to Spring- 
field to work for the bill says “every country 
lawyer believes in cheap litigation and is op- 
posed to the measure.”’ 

One of the arguments against the bal Was 
that if Cook County wanted more monepithe 
town assessors should raise their assessments. 
| The County Board has no control ever the as- 
sessors, and if it had, and if abundant revenue 
eould be secured by taxation, that would not 
affect the principle that the courts should be 
self-sustaining and that the fecs should not be 
so low as to encourage blackmailers and dead- 
beats. » 

The other argument was that the bill would 
hurt “the poor man.” It is forhim. Its 
passage would mean speedier justice. The 
poor taxpayer would not have to pay for the 
iSigation of others. 

The fees do not bother the poor man when 
he goes to law here. They would not trouble 


him were they twice what they are, when he 


18 satisfied that his cause is just. That which 
takes the money out of the poor man’s pocket 
is the lawyer’s bill. That which irritates him 
the most is that he has to wait two or three 
years before his case is heard. What he needs 
is a bill like Representative McMurdy’s, which 
will compel the other party to the suit to pay

practice as to put an end to the intolerable 
delays. When money is owing to a poor man 
he generally wants it right off. He cannot 
afford to wait two years.

If these lawyers who are so much con- 
cerned about the poor man wish to confer 
on him a substantial benefit why do they. not 
reduce their own bills? During the last quar- 


| ter of a century they have doubled and trebled 
their exactions, while the court charges have 


shrunk to almost nothing. The lawyer gets 
the lion’s share of the litigant’s expenses, so 
he should be tne last person in the world to 
denounce higher fees.

EXPANDING CHICAGO. | 

The growth of West Pullman is one of the 
facts that may be adduced by a citizen of Chi 
cago to show how rapidly the city is develop 
ing at the head of Lake Michigan. It is 
barely a year and a half since William R. 
Kerr conceived the idea of establishing on and 
around the Morgan tract, just west of Pull- 
man, a manufacturing and residence locality 
combined. Some months out of that short 
time elapsed while he was securing the right 
of way fora branch line of the Illinois Cen- 
tral from Kensington through the center of 
the tract to Biue Isiand, the land being simply 
held by him under an option till he was 
assured of proper ttansportation facilities. 
Work on the line named was begun 
last spring, and then Mr. Kerr 
gathered around him a Syndicate of 
well known Boston and Chicago cap- 
italists, who agreed to furnish the funds need- 
ed to found a town there. As a result the 
place has now paved streets, sewers, cement 
sidewalks, city water, city schools, and other 
improvements. It contains fully a hundred 
dwellings, comprising several brick and stone 
blocks, and seven or eight manufacturmg 
plants. Among the latter ate the Plano Man- 
ufacturing company, which is one of the 
largest harvester firms in the country; the 
White & Ballard Shoe company, which makes 
2,500 pairs of shoes per day; the Opaque 
Cleth company, making window-shades; the 
Illinois Electrical Forging company, which 
under the Burden process will furnish light, 
heat, and power for the new town; the Carter 
company, the plant of 
which comprises fifteen buildings; the 
Burgland & Sheed company, which maaufact- 
ures pails for tobacco and candy, and pro- 
duces 30 per cent of the goods of that class 


that are used in the West, and the West Pull-, 


man Lumber and Construction company, 
which manufactures sash, doors, and blinds, 
and has one of the largest yards in the city. 
To the list is now added the Whitman & 
Barnes Manufacturing company. the largest 
agricultural implement manufacturers in the 
United States, which has secured a twenty- 
acre tract south of Vae Hundred and Nine- 
teenth street and east of Center avenue. The 
company proposes to begin the construction 
of its plant about a month hence and to be in 
operation by the beginning of August. The 
plant will include twenty-five builduigs, 
ranging from 50 by 40 feet to 75 by 
875 feet, the walls to be of Joliet stone 
and brick. It will employ 2,000 men in the 
shops and some seventy traveling agents. The 
company, of which.Col. A. L. Conger is Pres- 
ident, is capitalized for $5,000,900, and now 
has plants located at Akron and Canton, 
O., Syracuse, N. I., and St. Catherines, 
Ont., with branch houses at New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago, 
Kansas City, and San Francisco, and one in 
Liverpool, from which the European trade. is 
handled, Of course it is no longertrue that 
the tract is destitute of railroad facilities and 
connections. Those things are apt to go 
wherever business can be found for them. The 
Illinois Central, the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, and the Pennsylvania railroads 
now intersect West Pullman, and it is sur- 
rounded by the Calumet Electric system, 
which connects with the Alley, L“ road 
and cable system that runs to Jackson Park. 

All this illustrates the ease and celerity with 
which a great city like Chicago grows greater 
when it has already become great by virtue 
of possessing the elements of strength, giving 
it a pull on the country around it. That 
Chicago has such a pull, and a big one, goes 
without saying to any one who uaderstands 
its business relations to the world outside. Its 
commerce began with its establishment as a 
point of transfer between the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal and the lake. That has 
widened and deepened till the city is recog- 


nized as the best point for the collection and 


purchase of the crude materials needed by the 
manufacturer and distributing place for 
goods. The latter fact long ago was found out 
by Eastern men, and they fixed agencies here 
for the sale of their products. More 
recently their eyes have been opened to the 
first, and they are now swarming hither as 
doves to their windows to take advantage of 
the facilities offered for making the goods as 
well as selling them. That is one reason why 
the broad area of the Calumet region is filling 
up so rapidly, as exemplified in the growth of 
West Pullman. The process of transference 
of Eastern capital and energy hither is so far 
from being .ended that it may almost be 
claimed to have little more than begun. The 
Calumet section stilf affords plenty of excel- 
lent sites for manufacturing plants, ample in 
space and cheap in price, so that neither pe- 
cuniarily nor otherwise need they be cramped 
in doing business for many years in the long 
future.

BOLL THE DRINKING WATER. 

The foul water from the Chicago River is 
reported to have reached as far into the lake 
as the two-mile crib, and doubtless a small 
proportion of it has returned, in highly diluted 


form, through the tunnel to find its way 


through pipes into the residences of citizens. 
The large quantities of snow that had to be 
melted; Joined to the smaller volume of recert 
rainfall, has caused a rather swift current in 
the river, and under ordinary circumstances 
this current would extend a long way. from 
shore. A strong wind from the west has aided 
the extension, the result being that the supply 
from the two-mile crib cannot be depended on 
to be reasonably pure. 

This, however, is but for a few days at 
furthest. The force of the currentin and from 
the river must soon lessen with a diminution 
of the land drainage supply, and the impure 
water now near the crib will be carried away 
by the current which steadily sets from the 
northeast and sweeps round the head of the 
lake after impinging on the land in this vicin- 
ity. In the meantime the city authorities will 
reduce the flow in the tunnel should the im- 
Furity become decided, and for the rest the 
people should use no water for drinking with- 
out its having been boiled. This precaution 
is one that is easily taken in comparison with 
the loss of time and money entailed by sick- 
ness, to say nothing of the personal discom- 
fort and even darger of death, which attends 
prostration: by diseases of the alimentary 
canal induced by the use of impure water. 

Bortunately we have now a four-mile tun- 
nel whose intake is beyond the reach of 


& portion of his lawyer’s bills. He wants, | shore pollution, and it is large enough to sup- | 


ply a great part of the water necessary to be 
used by the people till the lake muddiness has 
disappeared. While that continues it is the 
duty of the authorities to reduce to a mini- 
mum the flow through the two-mile tunnels, 
as it will be far better to have a scant water 
supply for a day or two than that the seeds of 
disease and death should be introduced into 
thousands of homes through the water pipes 
and taps or faucets, In the absence of cer- 
tainty that this will be attended to the peo- 
ple should boil the water, even though it 
seems to be clear, as the doctors tell us water 
may sometimes carry with it dangerous im- 
purity without exposing the fact to the or- 
dinary eye. 

Probably the present time is the last one 
this year that the city will be seriously 
menaced by the condition of its drinking 
water, the condition being seldom met with 
except as attendant upon spring floods. But 
the occurrence now should impress upon the 
authorities the necessity of providing for a 
doubling of the length-of the two-mile tun- 
nels at as early a date as may be, 8o that their 
intakes willbe beyond the reach of floods. 
That accomplished, we could look calmly 
upon such a rush of muddy water to the lake 
as set in last week, confident that the foulness 
could not extend so faras four miles. It 
would have been well to make the extensions 
before the opening of the Fair. It is now too 
late to hope for that, but the work ought to 
be undertaken and finished long before the 
close of the next Mayor’s term of office. 

THE BRUTAL PRIZE RING. 

The recent death of the pugilist Miller is 
the third fatal ending to formal fistic encount- 
ers in San Francisco. It is said to have 
caused a change of sentiment in regard to the 
brutal and dangerous exhibitions in that city 
which have for years constituted a favorite 
form of miscalled “sport,” and are widely 
patronized by many people who ought to 
know better. It would be well if ine lesson 
were heeded in other cities, especially as it is 
emphasized‘ by the “knocking out of Hall 
last week at New Orleans. Such results of 
prize ring displays ought to be sufficient 
to disgust decent people, and it is well known 
that the rougher classes are not numerous 
enough to support them if they were not as- 
sisted by many who are supposed to rank 
higher than they in the scale of respectabil- 
ity. If the so-called respectables would let 
the thing severely alone it would soon die out 
for want of pecuniary inducement which tow 
makes so many professional pugilists willing 
to risk their lives in the fistic arena. 

it is popularly supposed, or at least widely 
claimed, that the use of gloves has made 
prize-fighting far less brutal and dangerous 
than it was in the «good old times,“ when 
men fought with bare knuckles to a finish in 
the twenty-four-foot ring. This is not so. 
The light glove used 1s only an excuse, a mere 
evasion. It may be less dangerous to the 
hand of the striker, but is hardly so to the 
receiver of the blow. It may not draw quite 
so much blood as does the bare fist, but 
bruises the flesh as badly, and the intérnal de- 
rangement caused by the present style of 
blow from a light glove is even more likely to 
be serious than that from the bare fist stroke 
of former years. And if it were otherwise the 
„fight to a finish”? would only be a protrac- 
tion of the agony, giving the spectator “ a lit- 
tle more for his money than was usual pre- 
vious to the incoming of the new régime. As 
the victor is not entitled to his money till he 
has thoroughly used up his adversary, and the 
high stakes which are now the rule vastly in- 
crease the inducement of the beaten one to 
hold out till the last possible moment, the 
danger of fatal results must be greater than 
formerly and the facts prove this to be the 
case, : } 

It should be about time for the American 
people to declare against the whole business 
with no uncertain voice. A firm stand against 
it has become necessary for the reason that 
the thing has developed into a mania which 
takes the place of some other gambling 
sports. The prize fight is no longer an exhibi- 
tion of athletic sport and skill, but has de- 
generated into a brutal slugging match, in 
which one of the combatants is almost sure 
to be killed or badly maimed, while his suf- 
ferings are the subject of huge bets between 
gamblers who risk their money on his prow- 
ess as freely as did the semi-barbarↄus aristo- 
crats of the Roman Empire on the lives of the 
gladiatorial contestants in the arena. The

falsely claiming to be respectable, is used to 
bire men to pound each other out of shape or 
life. The beaten. one dies, or if he survive it 
is to drag out a weary existence, his bodily 
sufferings being rendered all the harder to 
bear by the sneers and neglect of those who 
had petted him into a brief notoriety, while 
the victor is urged on to another eontest and 
still another, tili he in turn meets with one 
who sends his battered and bruised form into 
obscurity, if not directly into the grave. Let 
us have no more of these brutally disgusting 
exhibitions with their deplorable sequels. If 
the majesty of the law, as misrepresented by 
officials who delight in the vile thing, be not 


| sufficient to prevent it the decent element in 


the community should act by treating as dis- 
reputabie brutes all known to aid and abet 
this enormous blot on our civilization.

THE FORGED CHECK SCOUNDRELS, 

The three scoundrels hunted out from Hot 
Springs, Ark., a few days ago were operating 
an old game, but appear to have worked it 
successfully for themselves. Their plan was 
to secure from banks or offices the blotters 
which had been used by persons making out 
and signing checks. The impressions on 
these blotters were transferred to or copied 
on blank checks, also surreptitiously ob- 
tained, and the paper thus prepared was 
passed off on victims as opportunity offered. 
When tne rascals fled before the visit of the 
detectives they left behind the evidences of 
their criminality. Doubtless they were ready 
to take advantage in any other way that might 
offer itself, but this was the one chosen for 
work to the fullest extent to which the rogues 
could apply it before discovery. 

Nothing of this kind would have hoon pos- 
sible but for undue carelessness in the use of 
blotters by people who pay their bills by 
means of bank checks. It is unsafe to allow 
a signature or its itapression on a blotter 
to lie around where any knave may get hold 
of it. The blotter used for signatures of per- 
sons who are good at the bank should be 
burned always at the close of each business 
day, if not before, and previous to such de- 
struction ought not to be left where any irre- 
sponsible person can get hold of it. The 
same remark will hold good with regard to 
business correspondence. It ought to be 
carefully preserved, and the bank signature 
of an individual or firm should not 
be appended to letters sent to per- 
sons who have not a reasonably 
good reputation for honesty. Due precau- 
tion against the reproduction of a valuable 
signature by a forger may involve some extra 
trouble, but this would be amply compen- 
sated by the reduced risk. A general resort 
to the precautions here indicated would be the 
means cf preventing many thousands of inno- 
cent persons from being victimized, and many 
millions of dollars improperly passing from 
the possession of fools to that of knaves. For 
the bald kind of forgery is seldom attempted. 
Success is pot counted on unless the forger be 
able to present a moderately close imitation 


of the genuine signature, one that will pass 
casual inspection without being detected as a 
fraud. It is the imitation that is dangerous, 
the copy from the genuine that is most 80. 

It 1s said to be well known by the police that 
the food pad seldom attacks a man who is not 
under the influence of liquor, or believed to be 
partly drunk. In like manner it may be said 
that losses by forged checks are generally the 
result of egotism, recklessness, or idiotic care- 
lessness on the part of the geese who are 
plucked. It would not be fair to assert that 
the banditti of society never strike except 
under such conditions, but probably the ex- 
ceptions do not exceed 1 or 2 per cent of the 
aggregate of crime committed against persons 
and property by the thugs who are ever on the 
lookout for opportunities to rob such of their 
fellows as seem to offer an easy mark for the 
arrow, with the least chance of successful re- 
sistance and punishment.

SECOND READING OF GLADSTONE’S BILL. 

This week is likely to be a memorable one 
in the history of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Tomorrow evening Mr. Gladstone will move 
the second reading of his Irish home rule bill 
in the .British Commons, and he will try to 
force a division on the motion before the close 
of tho week. The Tories, of course, protest 
against what they call the undignified haste 
of the old man in a hurry.“ But the Liberals 
assert that there is no good reason for those 
protests. The home rule question, they say, 
has been before the people of Great Britain 
and Ireland for the last seven years. It has 
been debated and discussed from every plat- 
form in the country. It has been copiously 
written about in the daily and weekly journals 
and in the monthly and quarterly reviews. 
The literature of the question is voluminous, 
The bill introduced by Mr. Gladstone four 
weeks ago was then discussed in Parliament 
tor a week. All the great leaders on both 
sides of the House, Balfour and Churchill, 
Chamberlain and Goschen, as well as Glad- 
stone, Morley, and Bryce, have had their say 
on the subject. The metnbers of the House of 
Commons will be as well prepared for the 
critical division on the bill this week as they 
will at any time in the future. The speeches on 
the second reading will hardly throw any new 
light on the subject. Not a vote will be 
changed by them. Why not have the second 
reading before next Saturday, then? ask the 
Gladstonians. 

They are aware that the bill will be debated 
exhaustively and at inordinate length in com- 
mittee. There will be long speeches on every 
clause and line of it. 
before it passes the committee stage. If it 
does not reach the House of Lords before July 
the Tory peers will make that an excuse for 
its rejection. They will say that it reached 
them too late in the session to give the subject 
mature consideration. The Gladstonians do 
not want to furnish the peers with pretexts 
or excuses for the rejection of the bill. They 
want a square issue made. Hence their eager- 
ness in pushing it in the House of Commons. 

That the bill will pass the second reading 
and by the full party majority there is no 
doubt. That majority is now 43. It was only 
38 when the session opened. But the Liberals 
have gained since, There are no signs of 
wavéring, notwithstanding the pressure of the 
rather hysterical opponents of the bill in Ire- 
land and on the London Tory press. Sir Ed- 
ward Reed, a Welsh Liberal member, gave 
signs of weakening on the home rule question 
a few months ago, much to the joy of the Lon- 
don Times and the Tories, but his constituents 
called him to account and he is now in accord 
with his party. The comparative smallness of 


the Liberal majority has led to stricter disci- 


pline in the party. There has been 
abundant evidence of this since the openug 
of the session. The ministerial majority has 
never fallen below 40. It has been as high as 
89, as late as Wednesday last. It has aver- 
aged about 60. It will not fall below 40 on 
the second reading of the home rule bill. 

So far criticism of the bill has been confined 
(1) mostly to the provisions made for protect- 
ing the minority in Ireland, (2) the financial 
features of the scheme, and (3) the proposal 
to retain the Irish members in the London 
Parliament. As regards the first of these the 
provision is regarded as ample. The Prot- 
estant minority is likely to have half the mem- 
bers of the Second Chamber, which will in 
any event be conservative and tolerant. There 
will doubtless be some modifications of the 
financial clauses; and opinion is growing in 
favor of retaining a smaller number of Irish 
members in London with the right to vote on 
all questions coming before the Imperial Par- 
liament. The Speaker, the semi-official organ 
of the government, discussing this part of the 
bill in its latest issue, says: The feeling in 
favor of keeping the Irish members in ful 
possession of their rights as members of. 
Parliament grows visibly from day to day.” 
And in another place the same journal 
says: “There is no insufferable objection 
to leaving the eighty Irish members 
in the position now occupied by the hundred and 
three—with the same powers, that is to say, of 
their fellow- members. The grievance 
to which England and Scotland would, it is 
assured, be subjected by the adoption of this 
course is to a great extent imaginary. The 
fact is that the Radicals want the Irish mem- 
bers retained with full powers in order to help 
them carry English and Scotch reform 
measures. The motion for the introducnon 
of the Welsh preliminary disestablishment bill 
some days ago was-carried by a majority of 
56. The Irish members gave a majority of 58 
for the motion—68 voting in its favor to 10 
against. The bill would have failed but for 
the rally of the Irish members, That has 
opened the eyes of the British Radicals to the 
wisdom of retaining the Irish representatives 
with full parliamentary powers. The home 
rule bill will doubtless be amendéd in this 
direction, and thus amended by the Commons 
will be rejected by the Lords. Then — but that 
is another story.

NO PUBLIC FUNDS FOR SECTARIAN 
SCHOOLS. 

Father Corrigan’s school bill, which pro- 
posed a division of the public school funds of 
New Jersey in behalf of what might have 
been called secularized parochial schools, has 
been pronounced unconstitutional by the At- 
torney-General of that State. This decision 
was anticipated. When Father Corrigan 
made the proposal Taz Taisunz pronounced 
it unconstitutional, impracticable, and absurd. 
The Attorney-General now says concerning 


the scheme: 

The Constitution of the State provides that no 
donation of land or appropriation of money shall 
be made by the State or any municipal corpora- 
tion to or for the use of any society, association, 
or corporation whatever.“ I am of the opinion 
that the act attempts to appropriate money to 
the use of a corporation within the prohibition 
of the Constitution. The same question was sub- 
mitted to me some years since in reference to an 
appropriation for Rutgers College, and I then 
gave the opinion that the appropriation was un- 
constitutional Having reached the conclusion 
that the bill is unconstitutional for the reasons 


| stated it is unnecessary for me to consider the 


question whether it is within the power of the 
Legislature in providing for the maintenance and 
support of a thorough and efficient system of free 
public school for the instruction of all the chil- 
dren in the State between the ages of 5 and 18 
years, to accomplish this result by the instru- 
mentality of a private corporation. 

The Corrigan bili provided that private par- 
ties could form an incorporation avd appoint 
directors to manage a school which would be 
entitled to receive acertain per capita propor- 
tion of the State school funds if the teachers

All attempts made thus far to evade the 
non-sectarian provisions of the Federal Con- 
stitution and of the constitutions of the vari- 
ous States have utterly failed. The Corrigan 
plan will not be an exception. The American 
people will never allow any portion of the 
school funds to be used to sustain any secta- 
rian establishment or corporation under any 
pretext whatsoever. 


Tun mortality returns of inauguration day 
are beginning to come in, Every one expect- 
ed that the horrible weather of March 4 would 
claim its victims, and such is the case. Thus 
far New York seems to be the greatest suffer- 
er, possibly because so large a paroentage of 
the visitors to Washington were from that 
city. It is stated that four prominent 
politicians have died of pneumonia as the re- 
sult of exposure while they were parading 
Pennsylvania avenue and that a hundred oth- 
ers are sick. Several prominent Pennsylva- 
nians are also said to be down with pneumo- 
nia or throat troubles. As for the dead and 
wounded who did not hold offices there 
is no record of them, but their num- 
ber must be very large. It is te be 
regretted that it is impossible to get a 
full report of all the deaths due to exposure 
to the driving snows and bitter winds of in- 
auguration day. If it could be done the 
showing would be such that no person who 
had any regard for human life would insist 
on acontinuance of the barbaric custom of 
swearing Presidents in on the 4th of March. 
It is nonsense to say that the day should not 
be changed because it has been observed for 
a century, or to say that if people do not 
want to expose themselves to bad weather 
they can stay at home. The people have a 
right to see their Presidents inaugurated, and 
a day should be selected for the purpose when 
there is a reasonable certainty of good 
weather. There is no risk of snows, cold 
rains, or sharp winds on the 30th of April. It 
cannot be a pneumonia day, which March 4 
generally is. 


Tre plan of appealing to the people to name 
the man who should be the non-partisan 
candidate for Mayor against Mr. Harrison 
was suggested by Mr. Gage. He was its 
strenuous and successful advocate. He had 
every reason to believe that the people would 
respond to this appeal to them by naming 
him. No person can be blamed for seeking 
such a testimony of popular favor. Nothing 
cen be more flattermg to one’s self-love than 
to receive it.

After having encouraged the people 
to offer themselves to him, Mr, Gage cannot 
afford to jilt them or to make them believe 
that in advising that they be consulted he was 
merely fishing for a compliment. 

For Mr. Gage to refuse to be a candidate 
under the circumstances is to wittidraw from 
the ranks of really public-spirited citizens. 
For those do not belong to that class who, 
while ready to urge others to do their duty, 
while willing to preside, to make speeches, or 
to offer resolutions at mass-meetings, or to 
serve on honorary committees, decline to 
make personal sacrifices and bear the heat 
and burden of the day. By works man is 
justified, and not by faith only. Tue Trrs- 
uns is decidedly of the opinion that Mr. Gage 
had no right te invite the. compliment that 
was paid to him if he intended originally to 
decline the nomination. 


Last year six assistant harbormasters were 
employed in the Department of Public Works. 
To pay them for this year an appropriation of 
$8,700 has been asked, The Council Finance 
committee has had the temerity to say that 
the six assistant harbormasters are not and 
were not needed. The committee has even 
recommended that the number be cut down 
to tour. While the committee is to be com- 
mended for its courage, there are many who 
will say that the number should be still fur- 
ther reduced. The Department of Public 
Works has been run too expensively for a 
great many years. Sinecures have been ‘cro- 
ated to satisfy the politicians and the pay-rolls 
swelled to pay political debts. Traces of the 
evil effects of this policy are necessarily to be 
found in’ the estimates of the department for 
this year. The members of the Finance com- 
mittee should scan them closely. They should 
insist on knowing haw every man for whom 
an appropriation is asked is now employed. 
There is no other department the estimates of 
which should be so closely criticised. But in 
this connection it should be said that the pres- 
ent Commissioner is not wholly to blame for 
making extravagant estimates. He is the 
victim of a bad system which has prevailed in 
the department for years. 


Prestpent CLEVELAND has made it known 
that he will not reappoint many of those who 
held office under him during his former ad- 
ministration. He has publicly thanked a 
Washington editor who commended his policy 
on this line. In a conversation with a delega- 
tion of Western statesmen Friday Mr. Cleve- 
land is reported as saying: On general prin- 
ciples I would prefer to give other and new 
men an opportunity to hold office, and not 
feel that I am bound to perpetuate an olig- 
archy of officers.”” Mr. Cleveland, no doubt, at- 
tributes his defeat in 1888 to the inefficiency 
and lack of popularity of his appointees dur. 
ing the four preceding years. If he doesso he 
is not far from right. Chicagoans especially 
have reason to be thankful for the new policy 
of the President. We do not want any of the 
old Democratic Federal officers, They were 
with one or two exceptions neither popular, 
efficient, nor accommodating in thtir day. 
They have not improved with age, It is to be 
hoped that the new men will be better, bright- 
er, and more progressive.

Condition of Lincoln’s Tomb. 

CxIcaGo, March 10.—[{Editér of The Tribune. ]— 
Two years ago I visited the tomb of Abraham 
Lincoln at Springfield, III. I found his beantiful 
monument, costing originally $250,000, given by 
the people of the whole country, defaced, broken, 
and unfinished. I paid 25 cents to see where the 
body of the great emancipator lies, covered with 
six feet ot concrete to prevent its being stolen. 
The custodian was a man much better fitted for 
the position of manager of a dime museum. 

The Lincoln Monument Association consists of 
nine persons. I wrote its President, but have 
never received a reply. I was told that every- 
thing was as Robert T. Lincoln desired. I wrote 
him more than a year ago and he authorized me 
to say that such statements were wholly untrue. 
I presented these facts to the Loyal ion of 
this city. After sixteen months they have re- 
ported that my statements were true, but suggest 
no remedy. : 

It is twenty-eight years since Lincoln died, and 
I believe it is time these abuses were corrected. 
The Legislature is now in session. The Grand 
Army meets at Springfield next week. 

Il procured the names of several of our most 
prominent citizens to the call for a meet- 
ing. Ihe Real Estate Board granted us the 
use of its rooms. . A prominent Judge and 
personal friend consented to act as Chair- 
man of the meeting. sent out 400 in- 
vitations to the Posts of the Grand Army, our 
Judges, bankers, clergymen, and prominent cit- 
izens. Some ten good men aiid true turned out 
to the meeting. One of Lincoln's partners, sev- 
eral old soldiers, several real estate men, one 
minister, and the Judge were present. This is 
Chicago, III., that has so long taunted New York 
City for its care of the remains of U. 5, Grant. 

Apparently I have accomplished nothing, but 
I would do it all over again if I knew what would 
be the result. I have worked fortwo years and 
paid all expenses, and my conscience tells me 1 
have done my duty. Perhaps wiser men will do 
better and accomplish what I have so utterly 


failed to do. ;

TIGHT MONEY DOES NOT PREVENT 
HEAVY INVESTMENTS. — 


Square Foot Valuations Established on 
Prominent Corners—The Foote Block to 
Be Replaced by the Galena Building— 
Progress on the Boyce Structure—Mich- 
igan Avenue Quarters for the Press 
Club — South Side Electric Railroad 
Plans—Alhambra Fee Purchased. 


Considering the condition of the local money 
market the showing made ir the investment 
real estate market of the week was most re- 
markable. The transfer of interests in two 
prominent down-town corners, one establish- 
ing a value of $800,000 and the other establish- 
ing a value of $875,000, would lend an air of 
activity and interest to almost any week. The 
two transactions are of properties in the 
strictly down-town districts and so located 
that comparisons as to values can be readily 
made, The general opinion among brokers 
appears to be that the value for each 
square foot established by the sale of 
the northeast corner of La Salle 
and Monroe streets is really higher than that 
established by the lease of the southwest cor- 
ner of Clark and Monroe streets, although the 
square foot figures are respectively $93 and 
3110. The lease of the Clark and Monroestreet 
corner is rather unique, inasmuch as it is a 
sublease under the terms of a ninety-nine-year 
lease of a prominent corner at a large capital- 
ized profit. The recent sublease of the south- 
east corner of Clark and Harrison streets to 
A. H. Blackall & Son is said to be the only 
transaction of a similar character carried 
through in Chicago. Both the corners trans- 
ferred are to be improved with a high office 
building. The action of the Council in pass- 
ing an ordinance limiting the height of buiid- 
ings to 130 feet brought matters to a focus in 
both cases and both permits were secured in 
anticipation of the approval of the ordinance 
by the Mayor. 
Building Ordinance Liked. 

The passage of the building ordinance has 
been one ot the interesting features of the week, 
particularly to brukers and owners. Interest 
centers in the section provided for the ab- 
solute limitation of the height of office build- 
ings to 130 feet, or the practical equivalent of 
ten stories. The preponderence of opinion 
seems to be that the ordinance will work to 
the greatest good of the greatest number, and 
that while its operation may impair the value 
of certain dowu-town properties, its passage 
is to the best interests of the city at large. 
From a brokerage standpoint the ordinance is 
a good one, as it absolutely fixes some basis 
on which values can be established. The 
tendency has been recentiy to sell or lease 
down-town properties not with any regard to 
the intrinsic value of the land nor in re- 


gard to the income earned, but on the 
possibilities of improving them with 
twelve or sixteen story buildings. The 
ssibilities in the way of values 
ave depended on the ingenuity of the archi- 
tects and builders as much as on the location 
of properties, As one broker who has been a 
stanch supporter of the building limitation 
movement puts it: “‘ Owners have been sell- 
ing not square foot space nor front foot space, 
but cubic feet of space piled up over their 
holdings.’’ That the ordinance will have a 
tendency to impair values in choice locations 
for the present is evidenced by the prompt- 
ness with which building permits were secured 
for the two corners referred to in the forego- 
ing. ‘The prospects just at present are not 
bright for an increase in office rent, as there 
is an abundance of vacant space in a dozen 
sky-scrapers located on Randolph street, Fifth 
avenue, and Dearvorn street, not to consider 
the office space which will be furnished by the 
half-dozen great buildings now under way 
and an equal number of new buildmgs pro- 
jected. The prospects of developing the im- 
mediate rental of a down-town corner, there- 
fore, lie not in gradually establishing higher 
rentals, but in piling up story after story of 

office space into the air. 

A Bhort-Sighted Policy. 

It is claimed by some of the most conserva- 
tive managers of down-town properties that 
the high building movement is short-sighted 
in its policy. They claim that the net income 
from a ten-story building will approximate 
that of some of the structures which have 
been carried up much higher. Even the 
friends of the high buildi do not claim 
that stories above the twelfth are profitable 
in themselves. The operating expenses of the 
upper stories are out of proportion to those of 
lower floors, while the greater amount of ele- 
vator service necessary for skyscrapers cuts 
seriously into the valuable space on the lower 
floor. Conservative builders are figurmg now 
for the bulk of their income in the basement, 
and first and second floors, instead of looking 
to the office space. 

The passage of the ordinance will undoubt- 
edly have a tendency to equalize values over 
the city and to relieve to some small extent 
the congestion of the present business district 
by extending its limits. The owners of high 
buildings, or of roperty leased for 
High buildings already erected, will have 
a certain advantage over their less 
favored neighbors whose property is practic- 
ally unimproved. A number of real estate 
brokers are already agitating the subject of 
the taxation of down-town property on its 
income basis, or at least on the basis of its 
total floor space. Some such action as this 
would put down-town owners on the same 
level. 

The present action of the Council has not 
brought in a deluge” of applications for 
emergency permits, such as followed the 
action of the Building Commissioner two 
years ago in placing a limit on building opera- 
tions. Provision is made that building per- 
mits lose their force unless taken 3 
of within a certain time from their issue. If 
this provision had not been made it is proba- 
ble that the Building Commissioner's office 
last week would have been thronged with 
down-town owners applying for emergency 
permits, as they realizgd that the agitation 
against high buildings means something,

An Eastern Syndicate Pays $875,000 for 
an Office Building Site. 

The northeast corner of La Salle and Mon- 
roe streets, 80x1164¢ feet, has been purchased 
outright for $875,000. The purchasers are rep- 
resented by Bogue & Co. and are said to be 
Pittsburg capitalists, including among others 
Henry Phipps. The properties bought consist 
of the Nixon Building on the corner, 80 feet 
on La Salle street and 46 feet on Monroe, 
and the Kent Building, adjoining, with a 
frontage of 45 ½ feet and a depth of 80 feet. 
Woth owned by Granville Dodge, and the 25. 
foot building adjoining, this owned by the 
Lancaster estate. The price paid for the 
combined corner establishes a value of nearly 
$94 a square foot. The Nixon Building was iu 
course of erection during the tire, but was not 
injured seriously by it. Gen. Dodge bought 
it in 1876 and added two stories to it. Early 
in 1891 he —— — bis purchase by buy- 
ing the Kent Building from arren Springer 
for $185,000. An alley seventeen feet in width 
bounds the property on the north. This cor- 
ner is part of the holding which was consid- 
ered by the projectors of the famous Odd- 
Fellows’ Temple, which was noted more for 
the number of its proposed stories than for 
the strength of the financial backing given to 
it. A corporation with a capital stock of 
$1,700,000 is to be formed for the erection of a 
modern office building, The permit issued to 
H. B. Bogue provides fora building to cost 
$600,000. Jenney & Mundie are the architects, 
both of the building to be erected on this cor. 
ner and of the Galena Building, to be erected 
at Monroe and Clark streets. 


ELECTRIC RAILWAY COMBINATIONS, 


The Englewood and Chicago Company Is 
Securing Right of Way. 

A twenty-year contract was signed this week 
by George M. Pullman for the Pullman Elec. 
tric company and the Calumet Electric where- 
by the Pullman line nuw running through the 
town of Pullman will be extended north to 
Ninety-fifth street and at that point connect- 
ing with the Calumet Electric, which is to be 
extended two miles south on Stony Island to 
make this connection, giving direct communi- 
cation with the World’s Fair grounds without 
changing cars. Mr. Pullman intends to put 
on this line a superior class of cars, being 
double-decked and carrying ninety-two pas- 
sengers for the purpose of exhibiting the work 
of the Pullman Palace Car company.

SOME IMPROVEMENT IN OONFIDENOE 
BUT NOT IN INTEREST RATES, 


Expected Weakness Fails to Develop in 
the Speculative Grain Markets—Outsid- 
ers Less Inclined to Consider the Gov- 
ernment Report “ Bearish "—Provis- 
ions Not Materially Changed—Trading 


’ 


There are some signs in the local situation of 
improvement in general confidence, but that im- 
provement is not yet reflected to any notable or- 
tent in an easier money situation. The situation 


is practically as it has been for several days so | 


far as the difficulty of getting bank accommoda- 
tion is concerned, but there is a rather more cheer- 
ful disposition met with at the bank counters. 
The relations between the local institutions aad 
the country banks remain about as they have 
been, but there isa general feeling that the day 
is not far off when a current of money may be ex- 
pected to set this way from the country, As soon 
as that begins decided improvement in the situa- 
tion 18 expected. Another element which will 
before long strougly contribute to such improve- 
ment is the starting forward of the vast amount 
of grain which isin storage here in warehouses 
end boats awaiting the opening of navigation. 

The stock market yesterday was rather quiet. 
Trading was practically confined to the street 
railway stocks and the operations in those were 
on a much smaller scale than has been the rule 
for several days, West Chicago Street railroad 
stock was decidedly weak at the opening. It 
was offered down rapidly and the first sale was 
made atadecline of 2% points from the close 
Friday. From this opening at 195% the stock ad- 
vanced steadily. There were some uncovered 
short contracts and the short sellers were in- 
clined to take them in. It was largely on short 
buying that the stock advanced as sharply as it 
did. Quotations went up to 198, but at that price 
the offerings were freer than the bids. The close 
was at 197%. North Side stock was heavy, opening 
at 271%. The course of the market was much the 
same as for West Side, the stock strengthening 
steadily from the opening price. It closed at 
2734, which was the highest for the day. 

The future of the street railway stocks depends 
largely on the course of the money market. A 
buli campaign will be extremely difficulty to or- 
ganize so long as money is as stringent as at pres 
ent. There seems to be no disposition on the part 
of insiders to support the market, and there is 
more or less selling which loots suspiciously like 
‘coming close from the inside. There is some 
strong investment buying by the outside public 
which has gradually absorbed and paid for in 
cash quite an amount of the Stock, but such ab 
sorption is notona large enough scale to cut 
much figure in sustaining the market if adverse 
circumstances should be presented. With easier 
money a sharp rise would not be improbable, for 
there are many small operators who regard the 
present prices as attractive and would feel in- 


ously interfered with a free 

offering of inkide The indi- 
cations for several days have been in the direc- 
tion of more or less selling from inside sourees 
and some of the operations in the market have 
. to have for their object the sustaining 
of quotations to sell on rather than the accumula- 
tion of stock at the present prices. A point that 
will bear careful attention on the part of specu- 
lative operators is the labor situation. There 
seems to be no doubt that there is more or less 
restlessness on the part of employés of all the 
companies, a restlessness bred of the opportanny 
which the coming World's Fair period offers for 
the men to make demands. The disposition of 
the companies is to grapple with the matter now 
rather than temporize and postpone it until a 
time when a strike would be much more injurious 
than at present. In no case have matters yet 
reached a point where there is anything definite 
in the situation, but managers of all the lines 
freely acknowledge that they are watching the 
labor situation with more than usual carefulness 
and that unpleasant developments in that quar 
ter are not wholly unexpected.

the reserves in farmers’ hands. In addition there 
never was so much corn cribbed at this time of 
year as now, including some from the crop of 
1891. When we had three months of rain last 
spring farmers did not know whether there would 
be a cro an quently heid over lib 
eral quantities of old corn. Then when 
the new came from the fields 
in the, fall this was pushed forward and 
the old corn was held, and considerable 
quantities are still in cribs. Bankers have loaned 
large amounts of money on this cribbed corn, ex- 

ting to be paid by drafts on Chicago. Should 
there be a tight money market this spring they 
will want these loans satisfied. Large quantities 
of corn will thus be marketed and 1 look for big 
receipts during May. The fact should not be for- 
gotten, either, that a very lar * of tho 
corn in first hands is said to be in merchantable 
condition.

Jefferson accept- 
ed the nomination which had been gracefully 
teadered him and thus became America’s first 
Premier. So far as Washington’s first Cabi- 
net was concerned it was not a happy expedi- 
ent for two more irreconcilable political 
thinkers than Jefferson and Hamilton never

met around a council board. As Jefferson 
afterward said: We were pitted against 
each other like game cocks.” Randolph, the 
Attorney-General, sided with Jefferson, while 
Knox, the Secretary of War, voted with Ham- 
ilton, thus leaving Washington to decide be- 
‘tween, 

Jefferson’s position in the Cabinet soon be- 
came irksome to himself,-and at last, Jan. 1, 
1794, he resigned. On his retirement Wash- 
ington appointed Edmund Randolph, who 
took charge of State matters Jan. 2, 1794. In 
the latter part of Washington’s ad ministration 
he became too free with State secrets, and, 
being almost implicated in a bribe, relative 
to the French Government, Washington re- 
quested. his resignation. 

The next Secretary appointed was Timothy 
Pickering of Pennsylvania. He entered upon 
the duties of helmsman Dec, 10, 1795, and con- 
tinued in that capacity to the erd of the Wash- 
n administration, March 4, 1797. 

hen John Adams succeeded to the Presi. 
dency he retained Washington’s mn ape 
hence Timothy Pickering was renomina 


oe) 


to the State portfolio; but unhappily for 
Adams he did not — Washington’s au- 
thority over the Cabinet. Not one of the 
Cabinet members but considered himself 
quite as powerful as the President, and so far 
as party fealty was concerned Hamilton was 
the leader rather than Adams. Naturally 
enough this led to a Cabinet explosion, and 
in May, 1800, Pickering was summarily dis- 
missed, and the eminent John Marshall of 
Virginia, May 13, 1800, took to the wheel of 


State, and served till the close of Adams“ 
r 


m. 
In 1801, when Jefferson fell heir to the ex- 
ecutive chair, he made a wise selection in 
nominating the bright young irginian, 
James Madison, Secretary of the Department 
of State. He held the office eight years through 
troublous times, for England seemed bent on 
provoking America to war, which was, how- 
ever, avoided through the diplomatic art of 


Madison. 
Madison had filled the office of Secretary of 


State with such satisfaction that the people ex- 

ressed their approval by elevating him to the 
Presidency. Political exigencies required 
him to appoint Robert Smith of Maryland as 
his chief adviser.

Cabinet, the head of which was the ambitious 
Daniel Webster of Massachusetts. A month 
subsequent to his insuguration found Harri- 
son a resident of the “city of the dead,“ with 
the Vice-President left for Presidential suc- 
cession. 

John Tyler retained the Cabinet as he found 
it, but it anon turned out that Tyler was not 
a Whig, nor at all inclined to carry out Whig 
policies. This led to a Cabinet explosion, all 
*he Cabinet resigning except Webster, who on 
account of negotiating a treaty with Eng! and 
relative to the Northwest boundary remained, 
d most disagreeable position, as he re- 
marked. Matters in the Cabinet grew worse, 
and in 1843 Tyler forced him to resign. Presi- 
dent Tyler filled the portfolio May 29, 1843, 
with Hugh S. Legaré of South Carolina. Mr. 
Legare was a member of the Cabinet at the 
time of his promotion, having had the Attor- 
ney-Generaiship. He held the office but a 
few months, having contracted a severe cold 
at the Bunker Hill celebration of 1843, in con- 
sequence of which June 10, 1843, he died. The 
Stute portfolio was immediately filled July 
24, 1843, by the nomination of Abel P. 
Upshur of Virginia. Shortly after having 
entered into the duties of his office he 
came to a tragic death by the explo- 
sion of the Princeton, Feb. 29. 1843. President 
Tyler was noted for having surprises for his 
people, but they were generally of a disagree- 


able nature. Ugon the death of Secretary 
Upsbur, he named the Leader of Nullifica- 
tion“ to lead a supposed Whig administration. 

John C. Calhoun of South Carolina seized 
the heim of state March 6, 1844. During his 
brief stay in the department he hardly ac- 
quainted himself with the routine of his office. 

March 4, 1845, James K. Polk was sworn as 
President. James Buchanan of Pennsylvania 
was his choice as Secretary of State. He was 
a brilliant scholar. and had had extensive ex- 
perience in diplomatic matters. He steered 
the Polk administration to advantage. For a 
few weeks the De ment of State was in the 
hands of John N of Maryland. 

The next occupantof the Executive mansion 
was Gen. Zach Taylor. The President 
nominated J. M. Clayton of Delaware as the 
head of his Cabinet. The President having 
died July 9, 1850, Mr. Clayton resigned from 
the Cabinet and became Senator for his State. 

President Fillmore at once appoirted an en- 
tirely new Cabinet, and placed at the head of 
it the tried and experienced Daniel Webster, 
who served in this same capacity under Harri- 
son and Tyler. Mr. Webster's diplomatic 
knowledge was exceedingly extensive, and the 
amount of work he accomplished can hardl 
be estimated. He was a faithful servant, an

ranklin Pierce succeeded Fillmore to the 
Presidency, and he appointed William L. 
Marcy of New York as his adviser on state 
matters. This statesman remained in the of- 
fice during the entire term of Pierce and 
served asa conscientious diplomat, having 
been neither radical nor conservative. 

During the next four years, while Buchanan 
was President, Lewis Cass of Michigan was 
the Secretary. The questions of the time 
were for the most part domestic and no par- 
ticular feature marked the diplomacy of the 
administration. Mr. Cass resigned near the 
close of Buchanan’s term. The President ap- 
pointed Dec. 17, 1860, as his successor Jere- 
miah S. Black of Pennsylvania. He remained 
to the end of the administration. 

Following the careless Buchanan came the 
great and grand man, Abraham Lincoln, 
William H. Seward conducted the diplomatic 
affairs of the government through t period 
covered by the Civil War, and he most decid- 


* 
edly demonstrated his ability and served 
loyally. When Lincoln was murdered he in- 
tended resigning, but was cautioned not to do 
so. Vice-President Johnson on taking the 
Presidency requested Seward to remain in the 
Cabinet, which the latter did. 

When Gen. U. S. Grant became the Na- 
tion’s ruler he, appointed E. B. Washburne to 
take the reins of government of state. 
What the purpose of this appointment was, 
un less to give Washburne a chance to reward 
a large number of political friends by diplo- 
matic appointments, is hard to understand. 
Mr. Washburne held the office precisely six 
days and during that weck made innumerable 
Consular and other appointments. Hamilton 
Fish of New York succeeded Washburne as 
Secretary March 11, 1869. and continued to be 
Grant’s chief adviser through both his terms. 
The ** Washington Treaty,“ which resulted in 
the settlement of the Alabama claims.“ was 
the important diplomatic event ot the admin- 
istration. 

When R. B. Hayes entered the President’s 
mansion be appointed W. M. Evarts of New 
York tothe dignified end of the Cabinet. Mr. 
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Evarts was chief among the eminent lawyers to 
establish the title of Hayes. Nothing of diplo- 
matic interest occurred during his several 
years in the Department of State. : 

In 1880 J. A. Garfield became the Chief Ex- 
ecutive and he selected as his “ right-hand 
man the most distinguished American of 
the age. James G. Blaine of Maine. He im- 
mediately demonstrated true American cour- 
age, and hardiy had he thoroughly laid his 
plans when by an assassin’s bullet his chief 
was ushered to another world. Mr. Blaine 
then resigned his high office, as he was not of 
the same political mind as the incumbent 
Preside nt. 

President Arthur appointed to the State 

ortfolio Mr. Frederick T. Frelinghuysen of 
New Jersey, his commission taking effect 
Dec. 12, 1881. Nothmg unusnal occurred to 
mar the general routine of the department 
and he remained durmg the remainder of the 
executive term. 

Grovér Cleveland became President in 1885 
and chose as American Premier Mr. Thomas 
F. Bayard of New Jersey. Few matters en- 
gaged his attentwn—tne fishery disputes 
chiefly. He served four years. 

In 1889 Benjamin Harrison took the oath as 
President and appointed James G. Blaine to 
the helm of the ship of state. Many perplex- 
ing questions came before him and he care- 


me 
fully and satisfactorily adjusted all. He re- 
signed from the difficult post late in the term, 
and now lives in the memory of all who ad- 
mire fearless patriotism. His successor was 
John W. Foster of Indiana, who has just retired, 
having served to the close of the administra- 


tion.

The class of beings known as the Pueblo 
Indiaus of New Mexico and “Arizona derives 
its name from the fact that eachseparate tribe 
or family lives in what is known as a pueblo, 
which sometimes is an immense house erected 
about a court, and at others more resembles{a 
very com y-built village with streets pass- 
ing through it. The buildings are wsually of 
adobe or nt ety in mad, and are con- 


structed in esthetic style of architecture 
peculiar to people. Generally they are 
two stories in height, with a portion of the 
lower story projecting beyond the upper so 
that a part of its roof serves as @ front yard 
for the inhabitants of the upper tenement, in 
case, through a sort of natuxal- born fatigue, 


they are too ipdolent to descend to the ground 


for fresh ain On this roof, at one corner, 
usually stands a prominent object, the dome-

stories high. houses and in 
doorways may be seen old men sitting in 
the sun, while within the younger people seem 
generality engaged in some kind of work. 
Children play in the sand, wearing almost no 
clothing. omen pass to and fro in the 
streets sometimes bearing, slung to their 
backs, an infant, while throngs of ragged 
children follow from behind. Occasionally 
may be seen a man e in some employ- 
ment, but generally men do not seem to be 
oppressed by hard labor. Girls from 12 to 14 
years of age hide behind doors and peep out 
with faces and oe black eyes, 
— as much inclined to flirt as white 
lasses shut up in some female seminary. F 
quently may be met a woman ora little girl 
2 wees from the stream in a tinaja,”’ 
an urn-shaped vessel, which she balances easily 
on the top of her bare head without s illing a 
drop as carelessly walks along. Children 
frolic on the robts of the houses and pursue 
each other up and down ladders in their lay, 
while mothers attend to the wants of infants 
and seek to appease their wrath and encourage

somewhat like a huge bee-hive some four or 
five feet in diameter. The sais by which ac 
cess is gained to the upper the house 
consist of arude and rickety ladder placea 
next to the street, on which Indians of both 
sexes and of all ages, from @radle to. the 
grave, ascend and descend With agility and 
apparent ease. 19 

From a distance a pueblo bles a con- 
fused pile of red mud, and hardly dis- 
tinguishable from the ground on which it 
stands, but on closer ins it assumes 
shape, and the buildings can be discerned. 
Generally a church forms a prominent object 
in the town, for these Indians, like the Mexi- 
cans, are neatly all devout Roma Catholics, 
and hardly any pueblo is too small to be sup- 
plied with a place of worship. 

To every pueblo land has 
the government for agri 
purposes, and the Indians 
dastrious and quite thrifty.

The visitor to an Indian pueblo will find 
himself surrounded by a throng of red men 
and women curious to see who he may be. 
He will be asked in Spanish where he comes 


soiled, tattered, and loose-fitting *— 2 
aloons; and a pair of moccasins, vari — 
casionally by the cast off boots of a some 
white man. 

The women cut and dress their hair much 
after the same choice styles as the men, or 
else allow their tangled tresses, not unduly 
familiar with the comb, to fall at will over 
their shoulders, and for the most part they 
seem to eschew the practice of covering the 
head. Their wardrobe is a dress made of a 
blue and white blanket, belted at the wajst 
and reaching about to the knees; clumsy leg- 
gings of buckskin, and a pair of moccasins, 
This is their costume when “dressed up,” but 
they may be seen about their domestic duties 
minus the moccasins and leggings. 

The Puebio Indians are a race of people en- 
tirely different from any of the other tribes 
in this country. In evidence of this fact they 
do not, like the Apaches or other savage

appearance are unlike those of the savage 
barbarians which are found in different or 
even similar latitudes. That these habits, 
customs, and characteristics are not the re- 
sult of recent training and development are 
sufficiently proved by the ruins of pueblos 
similar to those now existing which are cent- 
uries old and in which are found vessels and 
ocher articles similar to those now in use; and

and fortresses alike; that they practiced 
the arts and retained, to some extent, the 
civilization which they had brought with 
them ; and after centuries had elapsed, 
they finally, hundreds of years before the 
present day, became what are now known as 
the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico and Ar- 
zona.

RATS IN THE ELEPHANTS’ QUARTERS. 


Great Beasts Trumpet Their Terror 
When the Rodents Are Introduced. 

Bridgeport Journal: Circus and menagerie 
men say that wild animals, even in captivity, 
are greatly afraid of rats and mice. Elephants 
are said to have a special aversion to them, 
even greater than that of women, for fear that 
the mice may crawl into their trunks and suf- 
focate them. A story is told of an elephant 
which stampeded at Mattoon, III., at the sight 
of a rat. To prove the truth or falsity 
of these reports a number of rats 
and mice were captured and held in cages 
to be used in experiments on the animals. 
On arriving in the lion house Keeper McDon- 
ald tied a string to the tail of a large rat and 

him into the cage. The lions smelled 
of him and lay down in disgust, and the higers, 
all but one, pawed the rat and seemed to look 
upon his visit as a sort of a joka. The excep- 
tion was a ferocious Bengal monster called 
Jack, who exhibited the greatest signs of tur- 
ror the moment the rat was allowed to run in 
his cage. 

In another building fifteen elephants were 
experimented on in the same manner. y 
howled and trumpeted in a terrible way when- 
ever the captive rat came near their trunks, 
and if the big beast had not been securely 
fastened there would have been trouble. Even 
old circus followets showed a tendency to re- 
main near the doorways, so great a tugging 
and struggling did the elephants make at their 
chains. To end the experiment all the rate 
and mice were turned loose in the elephant 
house, and there followed the greatest hubbub 
on record. Two women riders, who had 
strayed into the house to see the fun, gave an 
exhibition of dexterity in climbmg to the top 
of a hay loft.

ture and endure in the former expedition, 
and Fru. Nansen has exhibited her strength, 
courage, hatdihood on numerous 
snows ‘tramps with her bus 
over Norwegian mountains, sometimes sleep- 
ing unhoused-upon the ice summits. Neither 
explorer has yet announced his decision 
whether he will consent to have his wife un- 
dergo the risks of his undertaking. To each 
of these loving. and brave women the lon 
period of separation and anxiety has more o 
discomfort than the deprivations and possible 
sufferings on the arctic expedition. 

In contemplating all the suffering and loss 
of life that have attended the numerous Arctic 
expeditions within the last ten centuries, the 
question arises, Has the game been worth the 
candle? Outside of the bare knowledge for the 

atifitation of the geographically curious 
— much has the world been enriched or 
bettered by the sacrifices of the explorers? 
But however pessimistic the response to the 
question the spirit of Arctic discovery will not 
be downed; and should Peary and Nansen 
both fail of their objects the very next year 
will find new enthusiasts afield, with new 
theories and efforts for reaching the North 


pole. 
PASTOR READ’S IDEA OF HEAVEN, 


There Is Work to Dé There as There Was 
in the Garden of Eden. 

New York Sun: The Rey. D. D. Read, the 
pastor of the Hackensack Baptist Church, has 
devoted every Sunday evening for two months 
to a sermon on heaven. Alcyone is the bright- 
est of the seven stars which form the Pleiades, 
and some astronomers have conject- 
ured, without much evidence, that this 
star may be the central point of the 
visible universe, around which the 
solar eystem and other systems are revolving. 
From the fact chat it is visible at this distance 
it would appear probable that it is in a chaotic 
condition of intense heat. Mr. Read is reported 
to start out with the proposition that the Great 
White Throne, the seat of the Eternal, is on 
this star’ Here God rules over a kingdom gov- 
erned as earthiy nations are. The cherubim 
were described as forming God's cabinet, 
next in power and service were the seraphim, 
and then came the great host of angels led by 
the archangels. r. Read emphasized the 
declaration that angels have no wings, and 
that they are all men—young, strong, athletic, 
fair, and ruddy, endowed with power to trans- 

rt themselves by mere will power from 

eaven to earth, from world to world, aa 
readily as a man can raise his hand. 

The inhabitants of haaven, according to Mr. 
Read, are all those who have endeavored to do 
good works. The heathen philosophers will 
there shake hands with the patriarchs, with 
Adam and Eve, the Christian martyrs, and 
even with common mortals who die in the 
faith. The red, the yellow, the black, and the 
white will be there, and the social 400 will 
commune with the grimy sons of toil, for all 
distinction will disappear, and but one speech 
prevail. 

In proving the proposition of the continuity 
of consciouness, which is the basis for the 
idea of recognition in heaven, the preacher 
quoted from eminent writers, and laid some 
stress on an arcticle by Mark Twain on 
„Mental Telegraphy,” printed in Harper’s 
Magazine of December, 1891. The central 
idea of this sketch, elaborated upon the theory 
of the transmigration of soul, was declared by 
Mr. Read to be coincident with the conti- 
nuity of consciousness— the continuation of the 
power of perception in the immortal soul 
after it is released from the human tenement. 
To question the idea was todoubt the divin- 
ity of Christ. 

In touching upon the question of occupa- 
tions in heaven Mr. Read said it was an irra- 
tional and erroneous conception which at- 
tributed to the saints nothing but praise of 
God. That would be the chief object, how- 
ever, and it would be seen in everything relat- 
ing to life in heaven. As God commanded 
man (then in holiness) to dress and keep the 
Garden of Eden, the earthly paradise, it was 
rational to believe that he would give man 
work in the heavenly paradise, which would 
have for its object tne highest attachment 
through the faculties given. There will be no 
hermits in heaven, according to Mr. Read, all 
selfishness will be obliterated, and each will 
vie in making it really the home of the 
blessed. 4

A SYNDICATE FORMING TO FURNISH. 
" HEAT AND OOLD. 


Julian Hawthorne Puts an Odd Conceit 
Into the Mouth of Prof. Chips powers 
Shown: by a Discovered Fragment of 
the Fifty-first Parallel of North Lati- 
tude Disclose a Great Secret—Any Cli- 
mate Can Be Produced rn 
Practical Uses of the Subtle Agency.

An interesting discovery was made last week 
on the outskirts of this town. A small frag- 
ment of. the fifty-first parallel of north lati- 
tude was picked up by a citizen in an aban- 
doned piece of ground, formerly occupied by 
a sausage factory, which was burned in 
The citizen, whose name is Ronda, stumbled 
over the fragment while going home late at 
night from a meeting of the local Scientific 
club. It was in appearance something like a 
bit of irou hoop; it was two and one-half feet in 
length, three inches wide, and nearly half an 
inch thick, weighing some nine ponnds. It 
was slightly bent, or curved, and on one side 
of it were stamped or engraved the Arabic 
numerals 51 ana the letter C. 

Mr. Ronda submitted it the next day to 
Prof. Chips, the President of the club, by 
whom it was analyzed, In an interview the 
professor expressed himself as follows: 

“The fragment is composed of meteoric 
iron, as is evident by the fact that it has obvi- 
ously been subjected to the action of great 
heat and also of intense cold. As is well 
knowa to scholars, the earth is surrounded by 
a large number of meridians, which, though 
ordinarily invisible to the eye on the surface 
of the planet, ean be found represented with 
tolerable accuracy on any well-executed map. 
The reason they are ordinarily invisible is that 
they were originally put on the planet when 
hot, and, contracting more rapidly than the 
mass.of the planet itself, they were forced be- 
neath the surface and covered as time went 
on by loam and vegetation. The recent speil 
of cold weather, however, has caused the 
planet to contract more rapidly than these 
meridians, or hoops, as one might term them; 
in consequence of which some of them have 


slipped from their places, end, as we may see 
by this specimen, have even been broken and 


disorganized.”’ 

„By what indications, professor, are you 
able to determine this to bea piece of me- 
ridian instead of, for instance, a bit of hoop 
from one of the boilers of Cannis & Co,’s old 


sausage factory?“ 

I base my conclusions upon several obvi- 
ous facts, was the reply. The number 51 
cannot be mistaken as an indication that the 
fragment is a part of the meridian of that de- 
nomination; and I have made a calculation 
of the radius of the circle of which this frag- 
ment is an arc, and find it to be over 3,000 
miles. The letter C stands for Canada. More- 
over, you may remember that on the night of 
its discovery the. mercury fell rapidly to 40° 
below zero, which, as I have since ascertained, 
was precisely the temperature of that part of 
Canada frem which fragment originally 
came on the same date, The fragment has 
been deposited in our local museum, and ever 
since then the furnace which heats the build- 
ing has failed to work. A notice has been 
sent to the Canadian authorities ca'ling at- 
tention to the presence of the fragment in our 
midst, and calling upon the righttul owners 
to reclaim their property and pay our charges, 
including the repair of the furnace and the 
physiciane’ bills for all colds caught within 
the limits of the township since Jan. 15.“ 

J understand you to hold, professor, that 
the fifty-first is not the only meridian which 
has been displaced by the cold snap? 

“Such is undoubtedly my opinion. The 
entire assortment is loose and there is no 
telling how much confusion may ensue 
amongst them, The matter ought to be taken 
in hand at once, Should present oppor- 
tunity be properly improved, however, the 
most important results may follow. 

„As you are, of course, aware, the profes- 
sor went on to explain, the 1 on 

y the vari- 
ous meridians. Thus the average of heat is 
greatest at the equator and diminishes thence 
toward the poles, If therefore I detach the equa- 
tor from its normal position and carry it north- 
wards or s»uthwards I cause the temperature 
belonging to it to accompany its progress. 
But it is unnecessary to move the whole of the 
equator; any fragment of it partakes of the 
nature of the whole. Suppose, then, I cut off 
a piece three feet in length, and carry it about 
my person--round my waist, let us say: it is 
plaia that, wherever 1 may go, I shall carry 
with me tropical weather. Had Lieut. Peary 
been furnighed with this simple proteation he 
could have walked to the North Pole without 
hindrance and kept up a perspiration all the 
way. Such severe winters as we ars now 
undergoing could be entirely broken up and 
transformed into spring and summer by a 
carefal redistribution of the equatorial and 
adjacent belts, and conversely, of course, we 
can temper our oppressive sumimer tempera- 
tures by importing from Canada and regions 
still farther north pieces of the higher me- 
ridians. In this way the expense of fuel, ex- 
cept for cooking and mechsnical purposes, will 
be avoided, to the best relief of the powrer 
classes of the community; and, on the other 
hand. the extortions of the ice merchants will 
be put an end to, since any one who possesses 
a piece of, say, the eightieth parallel can 
make ice for himself to any extent he pleases 
in the midst of the hottest summer day. In- 
deed, the phenomena which could be made to 
occur would appear little short of miraculous. 
For example, a pair of skates made out of an 
extreme northern meridian would enable 
their wearer to skate over the smooth surface 
of a midsummer lake, since at each stroke 
sufficient water would freeze beneath his feet 
to suffice for the support of his weight. Mean- 
while, his com pahion might be skimming along 
beside him in his racing-sheil, stripped to his 
waist, and perspiring at every pore. In short 
—for the subject, as you see, is inexhaustible— 
the entire face of civilization would be modi- 
fied, and, under intelligent control, unaques- 
tionably for the better. 

What would be your advice in the prem- 
ises, professor?“ 

advocate the immediate formation of a 
syndicate of wealthy, enterprising men 
throughout the country to purchase the whole 
of the equator outright. The price, if action 
were prompt, would probably not be exces- 
sive, inasmuch as the countries through which 
it passes are for the most part comparatively 
uncivilized and ignorant of the value of their 
possession. Having effected the purchase I 
wuld cause the equator to be divided up into 
shares, the size of which should be propor- 
tioned to the cash contributed by each mem- 
ber of the syndicate. Each member should 
be permitted to subdivide his hoidings into as 
many pieces as he might see fit, and to rent 
such pieces out to any other persons not mem- 
bers of the syndicate as might seem advisable. 
But no actual sale should be permitted, nor 
should the rate of rent be allowed to fall be- 
low a certain minimum. An extreme north- 
ern meridian should also be purchased for 
such purposes as I have indicated. The eyn- 
digate would then command the whole situa- 
tion, and its power would, in time, 
become practically autocratic Let me 
make the climate of u country, 
and let who will make its laws. Such a syn- 
dicate would be supreme in war as well as in 
peace. It could freeze an enemy’s fleet in the 
midst of the ocean ‘and bury his armies in 
snowdrifts or prostrate them with sunstroke. 
On the other hand, it will cause the desert to 
blossom as the rose, and render such a thing 
as a failure of crops in any part-of the worid 
an impossibility. Beyond doubt, the benefits 
derived from the rule of the syndicate would, 
in the long run, vastly outweigh any harin its 
members might feel disposed to do. Indeed, 
in this age, enlightened men who possess ab- 
solute powers are never inclined to make ill 
use of them. The millennium would speedily 
become an accomplished fact.”

The old black cok, who had served so many 
years at the White House, was greatly upset 
when a range of small hotel size was brought 
to his r He had maaaged to prepare 
a fine State dinner for thirty-six people every 
Thursday in a huge fireplace, with cranes, 
hooks, pots, pans, kettles, and skillets, but he

At that time there seemed to be a dearth of 
great men. Clay, Webster, and Calhoun were 
gone. When Mr. Sumner took. his seat in the 
Senate Mr. Benton said to him in a patroniz- 
ing way: Sir, have come upon the stage 
too late. Not ae ve our

The last of these was the national bank—that 
has been thrown over foréver. Nothing is left 
you, sir, but sectional questions aad petty 
strife about slavery and fugitive-slave laws, in- 
volving no national interest. How little did 
Mr, Benton and Mr. Sumner foresee the things 
they lived to see. 

We went to Mount Vernon, escorted by Mr, 
Powers Fillmore, whotook a note to Mr.

At a state dinner we met Mrs. Alexander 
Hamilton, whom Mr. Fillmore escorted tu tne 
table—a plain, little old lady and very plainly 
dressed. The dinner consisted of nine courses, 
and we sat from 7to 9% Through the entire 
length of the table was a mirror about a foot 
in width, with a sort of bird-cage arranye- 
ment at the edges on which, at intervals, were 
placed vases of artificial flowers; we saw very 
few natural flowers, there was no 
conservatory at the White House. It was 
just forty years ago that everything 
was being made ready for President 
Pierce, as it is now made ready for President 
Cleveland. Mr. Fillmore was very popular in 
the entire South after signing the fugitive 
slave bill, and his family were making prepara- 
tions fora trip southward immediately afier 
the inauguration. Mr. Fillmore rode with 
Pierce on that day, while his wife went in her 
own carriage and secured the best possible 
place, ut being deaf she could not hear the 
inaugural, and step out on the cold, wet 
ground. A neglected sprain and a severe cold 
caused her death in a few weeks. She died at 
Willard’s Hotel and was taken to her home in 
Buffalo by her sorrowful family. 


WORK AT HIGH ALTITUDES. 


Men and Beasts at Moderate and Excessive 
Levels, 

Nineteenth Century: Some practical facts 
are furnished by the experience of the work- 
men engaged in the construction of the new 
Central railway over the main range of mount- 
ains in Peru. The line starts from Lima, in 
latitude 12°. The summit tunnel of 
this line at Galeria is at the height of 
15,645 feet, or a little under the height of 
Mont Blanc, but it must be remembered that 
the climatic conditions are very different and 
more unfavorable in Peru than in Europe. 
Mr. E. Lane, the engineer in chief, finds that 
the workmen, up to an altitude of 8,000 to 
10,000 feet, do about the same relative quan- 
tity of work as at the sea level, provided -they 
have been inured to the height or brought up 
in the country. At 12,000 feet the amount of 
work deteriorates, and at 14,000 to 16,000 a full 
third has to he deducted from the amount 
that the same men could perform at sea level. 
( Owing to the absence of malaria, the per- 
centage of efficient labor at the greatest eleva- 
tion is a very high one, Men commg from 
the coast are not found capable of doimg effi- 
cient work for about two weeks on an aver- 
age when taken to high elevations. The 
rapacity gradually increases and reaches its 
maximum in afew weeks or months, accord- 
ing to the constitution of the individual. The 
majority of the laborers are Cholos,”’ 
or Indians born in the Sicrra. They are 
found incapable of doing efficient work on 
the coasts or in the warmer altitudes without 
a long course of acclimatization. If gangs of 
these Cholos have for special purposes been 
taken suddenly down from the Sierra to 
work at altitudes of from 2,000 to 5,000 feet, 
sickness and fever have resulted from the 
change. 

Mules and horses are found to do about the 
same efficient work proportionately as human 
beings up to about 17,000 feet in this dis- 
trict. Mules stand the climate best, but, 
again, require some weeks for acclimatiza- 
tion, and if urged to undue exertion at great 
altitudes they are liabie to drop dead sudden- 
ly. Itmay be remarked that. the region of 
rpetual snow ia the district begins at about 
000 feet.

This, briefly is the story, if indeed there can 
be said to be astory.

Not only has the battered Norseman, in 
the evening of his career, had the energy to 
fling yet again into the arena one of those 
bones of contenhon of which he has in an 
unequaled degree the secret of possessing 
himself, but practiced London hands have 
been able to catch 7 mystic missile in its 
passage and are flourishing it, as they have

flourished others, before our eyes. In addi- 
tion to an opportunity of reading the play I 
have had the pleasure of seeing a 
rehearsal of the performance so that I 
already feel something of the responsibility of 
that inward strife which is an inevitable her- 
itage of all inquiring contact with the master. 
It is perhaps a consequence of this irremedia- 
ble fever that one should recklessly court the 
further responsibility attached to uttering an 
impression into which the premature may 
partly enter. But it is impossible, in any en- 
counter with Ibsen, to resist the influence of 
at least the one kind of interest that he exerts 
at the very outset, and to which at the preseat 
hour it may well ve a point of honor prompt- 
ly to confess one’s subjection. This imme. 
diate kind is the general interest we owe to 
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the .refréshing cireumstance that he at 
any rate gives us the sense of life, and the 
practical effect of which is ever to work a, 
more or less irritating spell. The other kind 
is the interest of the particular production, a 
varying quantity and an agreeable source of 
suspense—a happy occasion, in short, for that 
play of intelligence, that acuteness of re- 
sponse, whether in assent of in protest, which 
is the privilege of tne clinging theater-guer to 
look forward to as a result of the ingeaious 
dramatist’s appeal, and his sad predicament 
for the most part to miss yet another and an-

this case not a Hedda, nor a Nora, nor a Mrs. 
Alving, nor a lady from the sea, but a pros- 
perous architect of Christiania, who, on 
reaching a robust maturity, encounters his 
fate all in the opening of a door. Hilde 
Wangel, a young woman whom thé author 
may well be trusted to have made more mys- 
tifying than her curiously commonplace 
name would suggest, is only the indirect 
form, the animated ciock-face, as it were, of 
Halvard Solness’ destiny ; but the 
action, in spite of obscurities and 
ironies, takes its course by steps 
none the less irresistible. The mingled reality 
and symbolism of it all give us an Ibsen with- 
in an Ibsen. His subject is always, like the 
subjects of all first-rate mea, primarily an 
idea, but in this case the idea is as difficult to 
catch as its presence is impossible to oyer- 
look. The whole thing throbs and flu 
with it, and yet smiles and mocks at us 
through it as if in constious super-subtlety. 
The action at any rate is superficially simpl 
more single and confined than that of most o 
Ibsen’s other plays. Practically, as it defines 
itself and rises to a height, it leaves the 
strange, doomed Solness, and the even 
stranger apparition of the joyous and im- 
portunate girl (the one all memories and 
hauntings and bondages, the other all 
health and curiosity and youthful insolence), 
face to face on unprecedented terme—terms, 
however, I hasten to add, that by no means 
prevent the play from being one to which a 
daughter, as they say in Paris, may properly 
take her mother. Of all Ibsen’s heroines 
Hilde is indeed perhaps at once the most 
characteristic of the author and the most void 
of offense to the ‘general.’ If she has.ndtes 
that recall Hedda, she is a Hedda dangerous 
en. because she is not yet blasée—a 
edda stimulating, fully beneficent in inten- 
ion. 

Whatever, besides refreshing them, ‘The 
Master Builder’ does for Ibsen with London 
playgoers, it will render the service that the 
curious little Norwegian repertory has almost 
always rendered the performers, even to the 
subsidiary figures, even to the touching Kaia, 
the Ragnar, the inevitable Dr. Herdal, and the 
wasted wife of Solness.

LIFE ON THE CATTLE TRAILS, 


Old Times That Were Good Times on the 
Texas Plains. 

Kansas City Times: The tcailis by no means 
an obsolete or abandoned feature of the cattle 
business since the introduction and multipli- 
cation of railroads m Texas. The railroads 


| have not dispensed with the uses of the trail, 


though sadly reducing and limiting them 
Trail work now is mostly confined to the 
bringig of cattle from the southern breeding 
ranches about Corpus Christi and the coast 
country, San Antonio, and south and south- 
west of Fort Worth up on to these North 
Texas and Pan-Handle ranches; the nov- 
ing of herds from one ranch to another 
on account of water or grass, or the driving 
of them anywhere from twenty to 200 miles to 
some railroad shipping point, about the only 
long trail work that is now done being the 
driving North every spring by the big cattle 
companies of 2-year-olds to fatten in the 
— rather on the free range—of 
V yoming, Montana, and Dakota. 
Such trips as these latter are 
except for changed conditions everywhere—a 
difference in the cattle driven, the men that 
drive them, the character of the people and 
country through which the drive is made, the 
absence of Indians and buffalo, comparative 
scarcity of cattle thieves and professional 
desperadoes—something iike the work of the 
olden time. The three largest, best known, 
and most used trails in those days were ‘the 
“Old Dodge Trail,” tne Chisholm, and the 
** Goodnight.”’ 

The herds regularly driven through on these 
trails usually numbered from 2,000 to 3,000 
head. With them went a mess wagon, or, 
speaking in cowboy vernacular, “chuck . 
on, a cook—who was also driver—a horse 
rustler, froin eight to ten riders ‘and the boss, 
who was also a rider when occasion demand- 
ed. Each man’s mount consisted of six 
or eight horses, and these the horse 
rustler herded, drove, and attended to 
geherally. The rate of travel was 
about ten or twelve miles a day, This 
speed could be made without injury to the 
cattle. Buta contract herd,” being driven 
through for a certain consideration for some 
party personally unknown, was often put 
through nearly twice as fast. 

If a man had pretty ge horses, six, eigh 
or ten trusty men, with plenty of nerve an 
ammunition and 1 with shooting 
irons, whom he could count upon to stand up 
to him in any emergency, he might, with fair 
hope of success, refuse the demands of these 
various kinds of sharks and bandits; not 
otherwise. 

A favorite trick was to secure from the 
State ferry and bridge privile on some 
treacherous and difficult river which the trail 
crossed. then buy, lease, or otherwise obtain 

ion of and fence in the land all up and 
own the river where the stream could be 
forded or a landing made. Under the laws, 
at least as they thep were, a man could charge 
so much pasturage per head for all cattle 
going through his fenced pastures. _ .

M. Sarcey has a good-many interesting 
things to say on the subject of lecturing.

worth of a lecture, he argues, is “not in the 
ingenuity of an exordium, in the brilliant 
fanfare of a peroration, in the number and 
splendor of the lustrously-cut phrases sown 
through the discourse; it is in the ensemble 
of ite mass. Be sure that when you have 
faithfully explained, developed, and revealed 
your idea; when you have, with or without 
applause, impressed it upon the mind of your 
audience—there is no success comparable to 
that. Your entire personality, be insists. 
must shine forth in your discourse. (,“ To be 
one’s self—that is the essential thing. 

M. Sarcey asks permission to end these re- 
fiections on the art of the lecturer with some 
practical advice which I ask permissioa to 
quote: 

Sareey Gives Advice. 

Never dine before the lecture hour. A soup, 
some biscuits dipped in Bordeaua, nothing more. 
If you fear gnawing at the stomach, add a slice 
of roast beef, but without bread. Do not fill the 
stomach. There is a rage in the provinces for in- 
viting you to a gaia dinner when you have a 
lecture to give. It's the worst of all preludes. It 
is in vain to try to restrain yourself. You eat and 
you drink too much; 2 arrive at the lecture- 
hail chatting with the dinner company. You have 
infinite trouble in recovering. yourself. Dine 
ightly and alone an hour beforehand, stretch 
yourself for half an hour on a sofa and take a 
good nap. Then go, entirely alone; to where you 
are expected, improvising, reimprovising, ponder- 
ing upon your exordium. so that when the curtain 
rises you are in perfect working order, pee are 
in form. I do not know how the political orators 
manage to deliver their tong discourses after gala 
banquets. It is true that they. generally do not 
dine. I have seenthose who all during the re- 
past abstractediy roll balls of bread under their 
fingers and only respond vy ly with in- 
significant monosyllabies to the tiresome talk of 


their neighbors. 
Speak standing; one commands a fuller and 


stronger voice, but especially the audience is 
dominated; you hold it with your ere. Speak 
from behind a table, even though (according to 
the rules that I have laid down) you have no notes 
to read, no quotation to make, book in hand. 
One is sustained by the table, and brought 
around to the conversational tone. 

I have never lectured, except perhaps with 
the pen, but I should say that M. Sarcey’s 
advice was good.

HE CAN TALK WITH THE MONKEYS. 


Prof, Garner Announces the Success of His 
Mission to Africa. 

Prof. Garner has written a letter to his broth- 
er in Australia in which he declares that he 
has succeeded beyond his wildest anticipa- 
tion in his experiments with monkey talk 
in Africa. He says: “‘I am safe on the 
coast, just reeking with quinine, the. proud 
possessor of a chimpanzee that can say ‘Tena- 
koe Pakeha,’ which is, you know, the Maori 
for ‘Good day, stranger’; a gorilla that 
knows about twenty words of Fijian; and a 
female ourang-outang that has picked up 
‘Tonner und blitzen from my German 
valet, and has, judging from her actions, quite 
fallen in love with him. I have also got 
written down, which is more important, 
nearly 200 monkey words. Here are a 
few, spelt phonetically: Achru,“ mean 
ing sun, re, warmth, etc.;° * kukcha,’ 
meaning water, rain, cold, ahd apparently 
anything disagreeable; ‘goshku,’ meaning 
food, the act of eating. You will see from 
this that it is a very primitive language; there 
are perhaps not more than twenty or thirty 
words in it that I have not already got, so that 
my task is now —— completed. 
When his battery, phonograph, and revolv- 
ing mirror began to work, he says that 
the “glitter of the mirror soon at- 
tracted a host of chattering monkeys. 
I watched them for an hour, and 
then cautiously oa They disap- 
peared like magic when they saw me—all but 
one, a chimpanzee. When I got close to it I 
found that it took no notice of me, but stood 
as if transfixed, with widely opened eyes ana 
dilated pupils, gazing at the mirror. There 
was a slight tremulous motion in the limbs 
and 4 spasmodic twitching of the ears, I 
could hardly believe it. The animal was 
hypnotized. It was maki a guttural 
sound like ‘achru.’ When 1 subsequently 
listened to the ‘gram’ I found that a similar 
sound was frequently recorded thereon amid 
what was then to me an unintelligible jumble of 
monkey chatter. I put the monkey in a bam- 
boo cage, and on examining him about an 
hour aftewards found him still under the hyp- 
notice influence. I revived him with a good 
strong sniff of ammonia and held a lighted 
taper before his eyes. He was quite tractable 
and said ‘achru,’ and a few more tests satis- 
fied me that this word embodied the idea of 
heat, light, warmth, and brightness. Other 
words followed, and it was wonderful to take 
note of his awakening intelligence.“

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BUT THE BIRTH OF KING ALFONSO 
or SPAIN DEPOSED HER 


Story of a Little Spanish Princess—Atti- 
tude Assumed by Mothers Toward Their 
Children—One Grows Old with Them, 
Another Feels That They Are Always 
in Need of Her Care and Devotion— 
Princess Kaiulani as a School Girl, 


Princess Mercedes of Spain, who is now in 
her 13th year, and has recently made her first . 
communion, enjoys the altogether exceptional 
distinction for so young a girl of being an ex- 
Queen. Her little brother, the present King 
of Spain, was not born until over six months 
after the death of his father, the late King 
Alfonse XII., and during those six months 
Maria de las Mercedes held the rank of Queen 
of Spain. On the appearance of her baby 
brother she was obliged to step down from 
the throne and to surrender the title of Queen 
and of Majesty, assuming in their stead that 
of Princess of the Asturias, says the New York 
Tribune. The title of Prince or Princess of 
the Asturias is invariably borne by the heir 
apparent to the throne, justin the same way 
as the title of Prince of Wales is borne by the 
eldest son of the ruler of Great Britain. 

Princess Mercedes is a very clever little 
girl, with all the self-possession, the gravity, 
and the sedateness of a Spaniard. Alone of 
all the three children of Queen Christina, she 
bears a striking resemblance to her father, 
The name she bears is that of the first wife of 
King Alfonso, who died suddenly after a few 
months of marriage. It was her successor, 
Queen Christina, who insisted that her eldest 
girl should bear the name of the ill-fated 
Queen Mercedes, which was an act not only 
of great sagacity, but also of considerable 
delicacy, all the more praiseworthy from the 
fact that King Alfonso never made any con- 
cealment of the fact that, whereas his first 
marriage with his lovely cousin Mercedes had 
been one of affection, that with the rather 
homely and unattractive Queen Christina was 
purely one of policy. 

Little Princess Mercedes considers herself 
too old now to take part any more in the 
romps and games with her brother, the mis- 
chievous young King. and when she does hap- 
pen to do so she puts on a kind of superior 
indulgent air of condescension which is very 
amusing to behold. The principal playmate 
of the little King is his second sister, the 
Princess Marie Therese, who is far more full 
of fun and who takes part in the games while 
Mercedes promenades gravely up and down 
with ber Austrian and Irish governesses, who 
each receive a salary of $3,000 a year.

A Letter from President Washington to 
Gen, Schuyler. 

The following letter from Washington to 
Gen. Schuyler, written a few days after Wash- 
ington’s first inauguration in New York, April 
30, 1789, will be read with interest at this time.
